THE 
CAPITOL BUILDINGS OF KENTUCKY. 



In April, 1792; a convention assembled at Danville and 
•prepared a Constitution of Government; and on the fofurth 
day of the following June, the territory theretofore known 
as West Fincastle county, Virginia, was admitted into the 
Federal Union, as a sovereign State, the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky. On Monday, the fourth of June succeed- 
ing, the first session of the first Oeneral Assembly was 
held at l^iexington, the seat of government of the new State, 
and on the fifth of November of the same year, the second 
session was held. These meetings were held in a rude 
two-story log building, which was the first temporary 
state house. On December 22, 1792, the General Assembly 
adjourned to hold its next meetings in the house of Andrew 
Holmes, at Prankfort> and thenceforth Lexington ceased 
to be the seat of government. 

The second State House of Kentucky, also temporary, 
was a large frame house in the lower part of Frankfort, 
In this the session of 1793 was held. 

The third State House of Kentucky (the first permanent 
one), erected for the purpose, was occupied for the first 
time as the capitol by the third General Assembly on 
Monday, November 3, 1794. This is described by historians 
as being of stone, very rough and unsightly, and three 
stories high. The first fioor was occupied by the public 
^ctfilces; on the second fioor was the hall of the House of 
Representatives, and the several courts of justice; the 
Senate chamber was in the third story, and hence the dis- 
tinction at that early day of the '-upper" and "lower 
house." The records show that the State paid not exceed- 
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ing $3,500 toward the erection of the first permanent 
capitol, the remainder having been subscribed by Andrew 
Holmes and others to secure the location at Frankfort. 
It wafe destroyed by fire November 25, 1813. 

The fourth State House of Kentucky was, of course, 
temporary, a building having been rented by the State 
until the completion of a new capitol. 

The fifth State House of Kentucky (the second perma- 
nent capitol), was built in 1814-16. Its construction was 
authorized by act of .January 31, 1814, when a commission 
was appointed to contract for and superintend the erection 
of a new capitol. It was constructed at a cost of $40,000, 
of which $20,900, was realized from individual subscrip- 
tions and the balance was appropriated by the State. The 
building was of brick, two stories high with two rooms on 
the first floor, which were utilized by the Legislature, while 
the courts of justice were accommodated on the second floor. 
There were two wings detached from the main building 
used as offices by the State ofiicials. On November 4, 1824, 
the second permanent State House was burned, leaving 
only the wings intact 

The sixth State House (again temporary), and rendered 
necessary by the recent fire, consisted of the seminary 
building on the east side of the capitol square, where the 
Senate held its sessions, and the large meeting-house on 
the west side, which was occupied by the House of Repre^ 
sentatives. On December 12, 1825, the latter body was 
again forced to move, as the meeting-house burned, and the 
sessions were held in the Methodist church for the use of 
which a voluntary rent was paid. 

The seventh State House of Kentucky (the third perma- 
nent capitol), was first occupied by both houses of the Leg- 
islature on December 7, 1829, and is the same in which the 
sessions are held to-day (January 1900). Six different ap- 
propriations were made for the erection of this capitol, of 
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sums amounting to about $85,000 in the aggregate. Col- 
lins' history, published in 1878, describes it in the follow- 
ing manner: "It is a large and very handsome structure 
built of polished Kentucky marble — with a portico in front 
supported by six columns of the Ionic order. The Senate 
and Representative halls are in the second story, each of 
moderate capacity, handsomely finished." 

Probably nothing about the State House has been so uni- 
versally admired as the marble stairway under the dome 
and leading to the legislative halls. 

Collins' history also makes mention of the life-sized 
portraits in the capitol. These portraits are still there and 
occupy the same relative position as described at that time. 
The same authority described the Governor's Mansion as 
follows: "A large plain building of brick — no longer 
creditable to the wealth, pride, and public spirit of the peo- 
ple of Kentucky." 

The above description of the State House proper and of 
the executive mansion, which is still the home of the Gov- 
ernor, written in 1878 (22 years ago), is applicable to the 
respective buildings as they stand to-day, save in a few 
minor details. 

In 1869 new and more commodious state buildings were 
projected. An appropriation of $100,000 was made and a 
commisteion was created to formulate plans for the new 
capitol. The plans adopted contemplated handsome east 
and west wings of three stories, built of dressed stone, and 
joined by a central structure of which the old state house 
proper was to constitute an integral part. The new build- 
ing was to be surmounted by a handsome dome. Porticoes 
of classic style were to finish the east and west 
wings while in the main front was to be a portico on 
Corinthian columns, the whole to present a handsome ap- 
pearance and at the same time, one of severe simplicity. 

The Senate chamber was to be located in the east wing 
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and the House of Representatives In the west wing, and in 
the two wings were to be provided otilces for the various 
State oflQcials. In 1871, an additional appropriation of $65- 
000 was made which but partially completed the work as 
already begun, and conseguently the east wing was left 
and is still in an unfinished condition, while the west wing 
was never commenced. Consequently the old west wing of 
the second permanent capitol built in 1814-16 still stands 
and is utilized for public offices. 

The proposed new capitol would not 'only have been of 
architectural beauty, adequately supplying the long-felt 
need of office room and facilities for the transaction of 
public business but would have reflected credit on the Com- 
monwealth.

PREAMBLE. 



We, the people of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, grate- 
ful to Almighty God for the civil, political and religious 
liberties we enjoy, and invoking the continuance of these 
blessings, do ordain and establish this Constitution.! 

BILL OF RIGHTS. 

That the great and essential principles of liberty and free 
government may be recognized and established, We De- 
clare that: 

Section 1. All men are, by nature, free and equal, and 
have certain inherent and inalienable rights, among which 
may be reckoned: 

First: The right of enjoying and defending their lives and 
liberties. 

Second: The right of worshiping Almighty God according 
to the dictates of their consciences. 

Third: The right of seeking and pursuing their safety and 
happiness.

in thfs Constitution; and every grant of a franchise, priYi- 
lege or exemption, shall remain subject to revocation, alter- 
ation or am<^ndment. 

BvA\ A. All power is inherent In the people, and all free 
governments are founded on their authority and instituted 
for their peace, safety, happiness and the protection of 
property. For the advancement of these ends, they have 
at all times an inalienable and indefeasible right to alter, 
reform or abolish their government in such manner as they 
may deem proper. 

Skc. 6. No preference shall ever be given by law to any

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religious sect, society or denomination; nor to any particu- 
lar creed, mode of worship or system of ecclesiastical 
polity: nor shall any person be compelled to attend any 
place of worship, to contribute to the erection or mainte- 
nance of any such place, or to the salary or support of any 
minister of religion; nor shall any man be compelled to 
send his child to any school to which he may be conscienti- 
ously opposed; and the civil rights, priviliges or capacities 
of no person shall be taken away, or in anywise dimin- 
ished or enlarged, on account of his belief or disbelief of 
any religious tenet, dogma or teaching. No human author- 
ity shall, in any case whatever, control or interfere with 
the rights of conscience. 

Sec. 6. All elections shall be free and equal. 

Sec. 7. The ancient mode of trial by jury shall be held 
sacred, and the right thereof remain inviolate, subject to 
such modifications as may be authorized by this Constitu- 
tion. 

Sec. 8. Printing presses shall be free to every person who 
undertakes to examine the proceedings of tne General As- 
sembly or apy branch of government, and no law shall ever 
be made to restrain the right thereof. Every person may 
freely and fully speak, write and print on any subject, be- 
ing responsible for the abuse of that liberty. 

Sec. 9. In prosecutions for the publication of papers in- 
vestigating the official conduct of officers or men in a pub- 
lic capacity, or where the matter published is proper for 
public information, the truth thereof may be given in evi- 
dence; and in all indictments for libel the jury shall have 
the right to determine the law and the facts, under the 
direction of the court, as in other cases.

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Sec. 14. All courts shall be open and every person for an 
injury done him in his lands, goods, person or reputation, 
shall have remedy by due course of law, and right and 
justice administered without sale, denial or delay.3 

Sec. 15. No power to suspend laws shall be exercised, un- 
less by the General Assembly or its authority. 

Sec. 16. All prisoners shall be bailable by sufficient securi- 
ties, unless for capital offenses when the proof is evident or 
the presumption great; and the privilege of the writ of 
JmbeuH corpus shall not be suspended unless when, in case 
of rebellion or invasion, the public safety may require it 

Sec. 17. Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive 
fines imposed, nor cruel punishment inflicted.4 

Sec. 18. The person of a debtor, where there is not strong 
presumption of fraud, shall not be continued in prison after 
delivering up his estate for the benefit of his creditors in 
such manner as shall be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 19. No e.T post facto law, nor any law impairing the 
obligation of contracts, shall be enacted.i 

Sec. 20. No person shall be attainted of treason or felony 
by the General Assembly, and no attainder shall work cor- 
ruption of blood, nor, except during the life of the offender, 
forfeiture of estate to the Commonwealth. 

Sec. 21. The estate of such persons as shall destroy their 
own lives shall descend or vest as in cases of natural death; 
and if any person shall be killed by casualty, there shall 
be no forfeiture by reason thereof. 

Sec. 22. No standing army shall, in time of peace, be 
maintained without the consent of the General Assembly; 
and the military shall, in all cases and at all times, be in 
strict subordination to the civil power; nor shall any

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soldier, in time of peace, be quartered in any house without 
the consent of the owner, nor in time of war, except in a 
manner prescribed by law. 

Sec. 23. The General Assembly shall not grant any title 
of nobility or hereditary distinction, nor create any office, 
the appointment of which shall be for a longer time than a 
term of years. 

Sec. 24. Emigration from the State shall not be prohib- 
ited. 

Sec. 25. Slavery and involuntary servitude in this State 
are forbidden, except as a punishment for crime, whereof 
the party shall have been duly convicted. 

Sec. 26. To guard against tranegression of the high pow- 
ers which we have delegated, We Declare that everything 
in this Bill of Rights is excepted out of the general powers 
of government, and shall forever remain inviolate; and all 
laws contrary thereto, or contrary to this Constitution, shall 
be void. 



DISTRIBUTION OF THE POWERS OF GOVERNMENT. 

Sec. 27. The powers of the government of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky shall be divided into three distinct de- 
partments, and each of them be confined to a separate body 
of magistracy, to-wit: Those which are legislative, to one; 
those which are executive to another; and those which are 
judicial, to another. 

Sec. 2S. No person, or collection of persons, being of one 
of those departments, shall exercise any power properly 
belonging to either of the others, except in the instances 
hereinafter expressly directed or permitted.l

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LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 

Sec. 29. The legislative power shall be vested in a House 
of RepreseDtatives and a Senate, which together shall be 
styled the "General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky.'*2 

Sec. 30. Members of the House of Representatives and 
Senators elected at the August election in one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-one, and Senators then holding 
over, shall continue in office until and including the last 
day of December, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
three. Thereafter the term of office of Representatives and 
Senators shall begin upon the first day of January of the 
year succeeding their election. 

Sec. 31. At the general election in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-three one Senator shall be elected 
in each Senatorial District, and one Representative in each 
Representative District. The Senators then elected shall 
hold their offices, one-half for two years and one-half for 
four years, as shall be determined by lot the first session of 
the General Assembly after their election, and the Repre- 
sentatives shall hold their offices for two years. Every 
two years thereafter there shall be elected for four years 
one Senator in each Senatorial District in which the term 
of his predecessor in office will then expire, and in every 
Representative District one Representative for two years. 

Sec. 32. No person shall be a Representative who, at the 
time of his election, is not a citizen of Kentucky, has not 
attained the age of twenty-four years, and who has not 
resided in this State two years next preceding his election, 
and the last j'^ear thereof in the county, town or city for 
which he may be chosen. No person shall be a Senator 
who. at the time of his election, is not a citizen of Ken-

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tucky, has not attained the age of thirty years, and has not 
resided in this State six years next preceding his election, 
and tJie last year thereof in the district for which h^^'may 
be chosen. 

Sec. 33. The First General Assembly after the adoption of 
this Constitution shall divide the State into thirty-eight 
Senatorial districts, and one hundred Representative dis- 
tricts, as nearly equal in population as may be without 
dividing any county, except where a county may include 
more than one district, which district shall constitute the 
Senatorial and Representative districts for ten years. Not 
more than two counties shall be joined together to form a 
Representative district: rrovided. In doing so the principle 
requiring every district to be as nearly equal in population 
as may be shall not be violated. At the expiration of that 
time, the General Assembly shall then, and every ten years 
thereafter, re-district the State according to this rule, and 
for the purposes expressed in this section. If, in making 
said districts, inequality of population should be unavoid- 
able, any advantage resulting therefrom shall be given to 
districts having the largest territory. No part of a county 
shall be added to another county to make a district, and the 
counties forming a district shall be contiguous.i 

Skc. 34. The House of Representatives shall choose its 
Speaker and other officers, and the Senate shall have power 
to choose its oflRcers biennially. 

Sec. 35. The number of Representatives shall be one 
hundred, and the number of Senators thirty-eight. 

Sec. 36. The first General Assembly, the 'members of 
which shall be elected under this Constitution, shall meet 
on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in January, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-four, and thereafter the Gen-

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€ral Assembly shall meet on the same day every second 
year, and its sessions shall be held at the seat of govern- 
ment, except in case of war, insurrection or pestilence, 
-when it may, by proclamation of the Governor, assemble, 
lor the time being, elsewhere. 

Sec. 37. Not less than a majority of the members of each 
House of the General Assembly shall constitute a quorum 
to do business, but a smaller number may adjourn from day 
to day, and shall be authorized by law to compel the at- 
tendance of absent members in such manner and under 
such penalties as may be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 38. Each House of the General Assembly shall judge 
of the qualifications, elections, and returns of its members, 
but a contested election shall be determined in such manner 
-as shall be directed by law. 

Sec. 39. Each House of the General Assembly may determ- 
ine the rules of its proceedings, punish a member for dis- 
orderly behavior, and, with the concurrence of two-thirds, 
expel a member, but not a second time for the same cause, 
and may punish for contempt any person who refuses to 
attend as a witness, or bring any paper proper to be used 
as evidence before the General Assembly, or either House 
thereof, or a Committee of either, or to testify concerning 
any matter which may be a proper subject of inquiry by the 
General Assembly, or offers or gives a bribe to a member 
of the General Assembly, or attempts by other corrupt 
means or device to control or influence a member to cast 
his vote or withhold the same. The punishment and mode 
of proceeding for contempt in such cases shall be prescribed 
by law, but the term of imprisonment in any such case shall 
not extend beyond the session of the General Assembly. 

Sec. 40. Each House of the General Assembly shall keep 
and publish daily a journal of its proceedings; and the yeas 
and nays of the members on any question shall, at the de- 
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sire of any two of the members elected, be entered on the 
journal.i 

Sec. 41. Neither House, during the session of ithe General 
Assembly, shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn 
for more than three days, nor to any other place than that 
in which it may be sitting. 

Sec. 42. The members of the General Assembly shall sev- 
erally receive from the State Treasury compensation for 
their services, which shall be five dollars a day during their 
attendance on, and fifteen cents per mile for the necessary 
travel in going to and returning from, the sessions of their 
respective Houses: Provided, The same may be changed by 
law; but no change shall take effect during the session at 
which it is made; nor shall a session of the General As- 
sembly continue beyond sixty legislative days, exclusive of 
Sundays and legal holidays; but this limitation as to length 
of session shall not apply to the first session held under this 
Constitution, nor to the Senate when sitting as a court of 
impeachment. A legislative day shall be construed to mean 
a calendar day. 

Sec. 43. The members of the General Assembly shall, in 
all cases, except treason, felony, breach or surety of the 
peace, be privileged from arrest duriug their attendance on 
the sessions of their respective Houses, and in going to and 
returning from the same; and for any speech or debate in 
either House they shall not be questioned in any oth r p ace. 

Sec. 44. No Senator or Representative shall, during the 
term for which he was elected, nor for one year thereafter, 
be appointed or elected to any civil ofllce of profit in this 
Commonwealth, which shall have been created, or the emol- 
uments of which shall have been increased, during the said

Sec. 45. No person who ma^ have been a collector of taxes 
or public moneys for the Commonwealth, or for any county, 
city, town or district, or the assistant or deputy of such 
collector, shall be eligible to the General Assembly, unless 
he* shall have obtained a quietus six months before the elec- 
tion for the amount of such collection, and for all public 
moneys for which he may have been responsible. 

Sec. 46. No bill shall be considered for final passage, un- 
less the same has been reported by a committee and printed 
for the use of the members. Every bill shall be read at 
length on three different days in each House; but the second 
and third readings may be dispensed with by a majority of 
all the members elected to the House in which the bill is 
pending. But whenever a Committee refuses or fails to re- 
port a bill submitted to it in a reasonable time, the same 
may be called up by any member, and be considered in 
the same manner it would have been considered if it had 
been reported. No bill shall become a law unless, on 
its final passage, it receives the votes of at least two-fifths 
of the members selected to each House, and a majority of 
the members voting, the vote to be taken by yeas and 
nays and entered in the journal: Provided, Any act or 
resolution for the appropriation of money or the creation 
of debt shall, on its final passage, receive the votes of a 
majority of all the members elected to each House. 

Sec. 47. All bills for raising revenue shall originate in 
the House of Representatives, but the Senate may propose 
amendments thereto: Provided, No new matter shall be 
introduced, under color of amendment, which does not re- 
late to raising revenue.

insurrection, or, it hostilities are threatened, provide for 
the public defensc.i 

Sec. 50. No act of the General Assembly shall authorize 
any debt to be contracted on behalf of the Commonwealth 
except for the purposes mentioned in section forty-nine, 
unless provisions be made therein to levy and collect an 
annual tax sufficient to pay the interest stipulated, and to 
discharge the debt within thirty years; nor shall such act 
tal^e effect until it shall have been submitted to the people 
at a general election, and shall have received a majority 
of all the votes cast for and against it: Provided, The Gen- 
eral Assembly may contract debts by borrowing money to 
pay any part of the debt of the State, without submission 
to the people, and without making provision in the act au- 
thorizing the same for a tax to discharge the debt so con- 
tracted, or the interest thereon.2

Sec. 52. The General Assembly shall have no power to 
release, extinguish, or authorize the releasing or extinguish- 
ing, in whole or in part, the indebtedness or liability of any 
corporation or individual to this Commonwealth, or to any 
county or municipality thereof. 

Sec. 53. The General Assembly shall provide by law for 
monthly investigations into the accounts of the Treasurer 
and Auditor of Public Accounts, and the result of these in- 
vestigations shall be reported to the Governor, and these 
reports shall be semi-annually published in two newspapers 
of general circulation in the State. The reports received by 
the Governor shall, at the beginning of each session, be 
transmitted by him to the General Assembly for scrutiny 
and appropriate action.

No act, except general appropriation bills, shall 
become a law until ninety days after the adjournment of 
the session at which it was passed, except in cases of 
emergency, when, by the concurrence of a majority of 
the members elected to each House of the General Assembly, 
by a yea or nay vote entered upon their journals an act 
may become a law when approved by the Governor; but the

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reasons for the emergency that justifies this action must 
be set out at length in the journal of each House.i 

Sec. 56. No bill shall become a law until the same shall 
have been signed by the presiding officer of each of the 
two Houses in open session; and before such officer shall 
have affixed his signature to any bill, he shall suspend all 
other business, declare that such bill will now be read, and 
that he will sign the same to the end that it may become a 
law. The bill shall then be read at length and compared; and, 
if correctly enrolled, he shall, in presence of the House in 
open session, and before any other business is entertained, 
affix his signature, which fact shall be noted in the journal, 
and the bill immediately sent to the other House. When 
it reaches the other House, the presiding officer thereof 
shall immediately suspend all other business, announce 
the reception of the bill, and the same proceeding shall 
thereupon be observed in every respect as in the House in 
which it was first signed. And thereupon the Clerk of the 
latter House shall immediately present the same to the Gov- 
ernor for his signature and approval. 

Sec. 57. A member who has a personal or private inter- 
est in any measure or bill proposed or pending before the 
General Assembly, shall disclose the fact to the House of 
which he is a member, and shall not vote thereon upon pain 
of expulsion. 

Sec. 58. The General Assembly shall neither audit nor 
allow any private claim against the Commonwealth, except 
for expenses incurred during the session at which the same 
was allowed; but may appropriate money to pay such claim 
as shall have been audited and allowed according to law.

Sec. 59. The General Assembly shall no-t pass local or 
special acts concerning any of the following subjects, or 
for any of the following purposes, namely :i 

First: To regulate the jurisdiction, or the practice, or the 
circuits of courts of justice, or the rights, powers, 
duties or compensation of the officers thereof; but the prac- 
tice in circuit courts in continuous session may, by a gen- 
eral law, be made different from the practice of circuit 
courts held in terms. 

Ffecoiid: To regulate the summoning, impaneling or com- 
pensation of grand or petit jurors. 

Third: To provide for changes of venue in civil or crim- 
inal causes. 

Fourth: To regulate the punishment of crimes and mis- 
demeanors, or to remit fines, penalties or forfeitures. 

Fifth: To regulate the limitation of civil or criminal 
causes. 

Sia-th: To affect the estate of ccstuis que trusty decedents, 

infants or other persons under disabilities, or to authorize 

any such persons to sell, lease, encumber, or dispose of their 

property.

Thirteenth: To legalize, except as against the Common- 
wealth, the unauthorized or invalid act of any oflBcer or 
public agent of the Commonwealth, or of any city, county, .

f'ourleenth: To refund money legally paid into the State 
Treasury. 

Fifteenth: To authorize or to regulate the levy, the as- 
sessment or* the collection of taxes, or to give any indul- 
gence or discharge to any assessor or collector of taxes, or 
to his sureties. 

Sixteenth: To authorize the opening, altering, maintain- 
ing or vacating roads, highways, streets, alleys, town plats, 
cemeteries, graveyards, or public grounds not owned by the 
Commonwealth. 

Seventeenth: To grant a charter to any corporation, or to 
amend the charter of any existing corporation; to license 
companies or persons to own or operate ferries, bridges, 
roads or turnpikes to declare streams navigable, or to au- 
thorize the construction of booms or dams therein, or to 
remove obstructions therefrom; to affect toll-gates, or to 
regulate tolls; to regulate fencing or the running at large 
of stock. 

Eighteenth: To create, increase, or decrease fees, percent- 
ages or allowances to public officers, or to extend the time 
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for the collection thereof, or to authorize officers to appoint 
deputies. 

Nineteenth: To give any person or corporation the right 
to lay a railroad track or tramway, or to amend existing 
charters for such purposes. 

Ticentietli: To provide for conducting elections, or for 
designating the places of voting, or changing the boundaries 
of wards, precincts or districts, except when new counties 
may be created. 

Tucenty-first : To regulate the rate of Interest. 

Twenty-second: To authorize the creation, extension, en- 
forcement, impairment or release of liens. 

TiDentV'tldrd : To provide for the protection of game and 
fish. 

T\oenty-f mirth : To regulate, labor, trade, mining or man- 
ufacturing. 

Ticenty-filth: To provide for the management of common 
schools. 

Ttventy-Hxth : To locate or change a county seat. 

Tu>enty-seventh: To provide a means of taking the sense 
of the people of any city, town, district, precinct, or county, 
whether they wish to authorize, regulate or prohibit there- 
in the sale of vinous, spirituous or malt liquors, or alter 
the liquor laws. 

Tioenty-eiqhth: Restoring to citizenship persons convicted 
of infamous crimes. 

Twenty-ninth: In all other cases where a general law can 
be made applicable, no special law shall be enacted. 

Sec. 60. The General Assembly shall not indirectly enact 
any special or local act by the repeal in part of a general 
act, or by exempting from the operation of a general act 
any city, town, district or county, but laws rerpealing local 
or special acts may be enacted. No law shall be enacted 
granting powers or privileges in any case where the grant- 
ing of such powers or privileges shall have been provided 
3 
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for by a general law, nor where the Courts have jurisdiction 
to grant the same or to give the relief asked for. No law, 
except such as relates to the sale, loan or gift of vinous, 
spirituous or malt liquors, bridges, turnpikes, or other pub- 
lic roads, public buildings or improvements, fencing, running 
at large of stock, matters pertaining to common schools, 
paupers, and the regulation by counties, cities, towns or 
other municipalities of their local aftairs, shall be enacted 
to take effect upon the approval of any other authority than 
the General Assembly, unless otherwise expressly provided 
in this Constitution. 

Sec. 61. The General Assembly shall, by general law, 
provide a means whereby the sense of the people of any 
county, city, town, district or precinct may be taken, as to 
whether or not spirituous, vinous or malt liquors shall be 
sold, bartered or loaned therein, or the sale thereof regu- 
lated. But nothing herein shall be construed to interfere 
with or to repeal any law in force relating to the sale or 
gift of such liquors. All elections on this question may be 
held on a day other than the regular election days.i 

Sec. 62. The style of the laws of this Commonwealth shall 
be as follows: "Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky." 

COUNTIES AND COUNTY SEATS. 

Sec. 63. No new county shall be created by the General 
Assembly which will reduce the county or counties, or 
either of them, from which it shall be taken, to less area 
than four hundred square miles; nor shall any county be 
formed of less area; nor shall any boundary line thereof 
pass within less than ten miles of any county seat of the 
county or counties proposed to be divided. Nothing con-

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tained herein shall prevent the General Assembly from abol- 
ishing any county. 

Sec. 64. No county shall be divided, or have any part 
stricken therefrom, except in the formation of new counties, 
without submitting the question to a vote of the people 
of the county, nor unless the majority of all the legal voters 
of the county voting on the question shall vote for the same. 
The county seat of no county as now located, or as may 
hereafter be located, shall be moved, except upon a vote 
of two-thirds of those voting; nor shall any new county 
be established which will reduce any county to less than 
twelve thousand inhabitants, nor shall any county be cre- 
ated containing a less population.! 

Sec. 65. There shall be no territory stricken from any 
county unless a majority of the voters living in such ter- 
ritory shall petition for such division. But the portion so 
stricken off and added to another county, or formed in 
whole or in part into a new county, shall be bound for its 
proportion of the indebtedness of the county from which it 
has been taken. 

IMPEACHMENTS. 

Sec. 66. The House of Representatives shall have the sole 
power of impeachment. 

Sec. 67. All impeachments shall be tried by the Senate. 
When sitting for that purpose, the Senators shall be upon 
oath or affirmation. No person shall be convicted without 
the concurrence of two-thirds of the Senators present. 

Sec. 68. The Governor and all civil officers shall be liable to 
impeachment for any misdemeanors in office; but judgment 
in such cases shall not extend further than removal from

THE EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 
Officebs of the State at Laboe. 

Sec. 6'J. The supreme executive power of the Common- 
wealth shall be vested in a Chief Magistrate, who shall be 
styled the "Governor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky." 

Sec. 70. He shall be elected for the term of four years by 
the qualified voters of the State. The person having the 
highest number of votes shall be Governor; but if two or 
more shall be equal and highest in votes, the election shall 
be determined by lot in such m^anner as the General Assem- 
bly may direct. 

Sec. 71. He shall be ineligible for the succeeding four 
years after the expiration of the term for which he shall 
have been elected. 

Sec. 72. He shall be at least thirty years of age, and have 
been a citizen and a resident of Kentucky for at least six 
years next preceding his election. 

Sec. 73. He shall commence the execution of the duties 
of his office on the fifth Tuesday succeeding his election, 
and shall continue in the execution thereof until his suc- 
cessor shall have qualified. 

Sec. 74. He shall at stated times receive for his services 
a compensation to be fixed by law. 

Sec. 75. He shall be Commander-in-Chief of the army and 
navy of this Commonwealth, and of the militia thereof, 
except when they shall be called into the service of the 
United States; but he shall not command personally in 
field, unless advised so to do by a resolution of the General 
Assembly. 
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Sec. 76. He shall have the power, except as otherwise 
provided in this Constitution, to fill vacancies by granting 
commissions, which shall expire when such vacancies shall 
have been filled according to the provisions of the Gonatitu- 
tion. 

Sec. 77. He shall have power to remit fines and lorfeit- 
ures, commute sentences, grant reprieves and pardons, ex- 
cept in case of impeachment, and he shall file with each 
application therefor a statement of the reasons for his 
decision thereon, which application and statement shall 
always be open to public inspection. In cases of treason 
he shall have power to grant reprieves until the end of 
the next session of the General Assembly, in which the 
power of pardoning shall be vested; but he shall have no 
power to remit the fees of the Clerk, Sheriff, or% Common- 
wealth's Attorney in penal or criminal cases.l 

Sec. 78. He may require information in writing from the 
officers of the Executive Department upon any subject re- 
lating to the duties of their respective offices. 

Sec. 79. He shall, from time to time, give to the General 
Assembly information of the state of the Commonwealth, 
and recommend to their consideration such measures as 
he may deem expedient. 

Sec. 80. He may, on extraordinary occasions, convene the 
General Assembly at the seat of government, or at a different 
place, if that should have become dangerous from an enemy 
or from contagious diseases. In case of disagreement be- 
tween the two Houses with respect to the time of adjourn- 
ment, he may adjourn them to such time as he shall think 
proper, not exceeding four months. When he shall convene 
the preneral Assembly it shall be by proclamation, stat- 
ing the subjects to be considered, and no others shall be 
considered.

Sec. 82. A Lieutenant-Governor shall be chosen at every 
regular election for Governor, in the same manner, to con- 
tinue in office for the same time, and possess the same 
qualifications as the Governor. He shall be ineligible to the 
office of Lieutenant-Governor for the succeeding four years 
after the expiration of the term for which he shall have 
been elected. 

Sec. 83. He shall, by virtue of his office, be President of 
the Senate, have a right, when in Committee of the Whole, 
to debate and vote on all subjects, and when the Senate 
is equally divided, to give the casting vote. 

Sec. 84. Should the Governor be impeached and removed 
from office, die, refuse to qualify, resign, be absent from the 
State, or be, from any cause, unable to discharge the duties 
of his office, the Lieutenant-'Governor shall exercise all the 
power and authority appertaining to the office of Governor 
until another be duly elected and qualified, or the Governor 
shall return or be able to discharge the duties of his office. 
On the trial of the Governor, the Lieutenant-Governor shall 
not act as President of the Senate or take part in the pro- 
ceedings, but the Chief Justice of the Court of Appeals shall 
preside during the trial. 

Sec. 85. A President pro tompore of the Senate shall be 
elected by each Senate as soon after its organization as 
possible, the Lieutenant-Governor vacating his seat as Pres- 
ident of the Senate until such election shall be made; and 
as often as there is a vacancy in the office of President 
pro tempore, another President pro tempore of the Senate 
shall be elected by the Senate, if in session. And if, during 
the vacancy of the office of Governor, the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor shall be impeached and removed from office, refuse to 
qualify, resign, die or be absent from the State, the Presi- 
dent />ro tempore of the Senate shall in like manner admin- 
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ister the government: Provided, Whenever a vacancy shall 
occur in the office of Governor before the first two years of 
the term shall have expired, a new election for Governor 
shall take place to fill such vacancy. 

Sec. 86. The Lieutenant-Governor, or President pro torn- 
pore of the Senate, while he acts as President of the Senate, 
shall receive for his services the same compensation which 
shall, for the same period, be allowed to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, and during the time he adminis- 
ters the government as Governor, he shall receive the same 
compensation which the Governor would have received had 
he been employed in the duties of his office. 

Sec. 87. If the Lieutenant-Governor shall be called upon 
to administer the government, and shall, while in such ad- 
ministration, resign, die or be absent from the State during 
the recess of the General Assembly, if there be no President 
pro tempore of the Senate, it shall be the duty of the Secre- 
tary of State, for the time being, to convene the 
Senate for ' the purpose of choosing a President; 
and until a President is chosen, the Secretary of 
State shall administer the government. If there be no 
Secretary of State to perform the duties devolved upon him 
by this section, or in case that officer be absent from the 
State, then the Attorney-General, for the time being, shall 
convene the Senate for the purpose of choosing a President, 
and shall administer the government until a President is 
chosen. 

Sec. 88. Every bill which shall have passed the two 
Houses shall be presented to the Governor. If he approve, 
he shall sign it; but if not, he shall return it, with his ob- 
jections, to the house in which it originated, which shall 
enter the objections in full upon its journals, and proceed to 
reconsider it. If, after such reconsideration, a majority of all 
the members elected to that House shall agree to pass the 
bill, it shall be sent, with the objections, to tha ^yoL'^jt'SSjscjssR.^ 
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by which it shall likewise be considered, and if approved 
by a majority of all the members elected to that House, it 
shall be a law; but in such case the votes of both Houses 
shall be determined by yeas and nays, and the names of the 
members voting for and against the bill shall be entered 
upon the journal of each House respectively. If any bill 
shall not be returned by the Governor, within ten days 
(Sundays excepted) after it shall have been presented to 
him. it shall be a law in like manner as if he had signed 
it, unless the General Assembly, by their adjournment, pre- 
vent its return, in which case it shall be a law, unless dis- 
approved by him within ten days after the adjournment^ 
in which case his veto message shall be spread upon the 
register kept by the Secretary of State. ITie Governor 
shall have power to disapprove any part or parts of appro- 
priation bills embracing distinct items, and the part or 
parts disapproved shall not become a law unless recon- 
sidered and passed; as in case of a bill.i 

Sec. 89, Every order, resolution or vote, in which the 
concurrence of both Houses may be necessary, except on. 
a question of adjournment, or as otherwise provided in this 
Constitution, shall be presented to the Governor, and, be- 
fore it shall take effect, be approved by him; or being dis- 
approved, shall be repassed by a majority of the members 
elected to both Houses, according to the rules and limita- 
tions prescribed in case of a bill. 

Sec. 90. Contested elections for Governor and Lieutenant- 
Governor shall be determined by both Houses of the General 
Assembly, according to such regulations as may be estab- 
lished by law. 

Sec. 91. A Treasurer, Auditor of Public Accounts, Reg- 
ister of the Land Office, Commissioner of Agriculture, Labor 
and Statistics, Secretary of State, Attorney-General and

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Superintendent of Public Instruction, shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of the State at the same time the Governor 
is elected, for the term of four years, each of whom shall 
be at least thirty years of s^e at the time of his election, 
and shall have been a resident citizen of the State at least 
two years next before his election. The duties of all these 
officers shallbe such as may be prescribed by law, and the 
Secretary of State shall keep a fair register of and attest 
all the official acts of the Governor, and shall, when re- 
quired, lay the same and all papers, minutes and vouchers 
relative thereto before either House of the General Assem- 
bly. The officers named in this section shall enter upon 
the discharge of their duties the first Monday in January 
after their election, and shall hold their offices until their

The duties and responsibilities of these officers shall be 
prescribed by law, and all fees collected by any of said 
officers shall be covered into the treasury. Inferior State 
officers, not specifically provided for in this Constitution, 
may be appointed or elected, in such manner as may be 
prescribed by law, for a term not exceeding four years, and 
until their successors are appointed or elected and qualified. 

Sec. 94. The General Assembly may provide for the abol- 
ishment of the office of the Register of the Land Office, to 
take efitect at the end of any term, and shall provide by

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law for the custody and preservation of the papers and rec- 
ords of said office, if the same be abolished. 

Sec. 95. The election under this Constitution for Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, Treasurer, Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts, Register of the Land Office, Attorney-General, Secre- 
tary of State, Superintendent of Public Instruction, and Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, Labor and Statistics, shall be 
held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in Novem- 
ber, eighteen hundred and ninety-five, and the same day 
every four years thereafter. 

Sec. 96. All the officers mentioned in section ninety-five 
shall be paid for their services by salary, and not other- 
wise. 

OFFICERS FOR DISTRICTS AND COUNTIES. 

Sec. 97. At the general election in eighteen hundred and 
ninety-two there shall be elected in each circuit court dis- 
trict a Commonwealth's Attorney, and in each county a 
clerk of the circuit court, who shall enter upon the dis- 
<;barge of the duties of their respective offices on the first 
Monday in January after their election, and shall hold 
their offices five years, and until their successors are elected 
and qualified. In the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
seven, and every six years thereafter, there shall be an elec- 
tion in each county for a circuit court clerk, and for a Com- 
monwealth's Attorney in each circuit court district, unless 
that office be abolished, who shall hold their respective 
offices for six years from the first Monday in January after 
their election, and until the election and qualification of 
their successors. 

Sec. 98. The compensation of the Commonwealth's At- 
torney shall be by salary and such percentages of fines and 
forfeitures as may be fixed by law. and such salary shall 
be uniform in so far as the same shall be paid out of the 
State Treasury, and not to exceed the sum of five hundred 
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dollars per annum; but any county may make additional 
compensation, to be paid by said county. Should any per- 
centage of fines and forfeitures be allowed by law, it shall 
not be paid except upon such proportion of the fines and for- 
feitures as have been collected and paid into the State 
Treasury, and not until so collected and paid. 

Sec. 99. There shall be elected in eighteen hundred and 
ninety-four in each county a Judge of the County Court, a 
County Court Clerk, a County Attorney, Sheriff, Jailor, 
Coroner, Surveyor and Assessor, and in each Justice's Dis- 
trict one Justice of the Peace and one Constable, who shall 
enter upon the discharge of the duties of their ofilces on the 
first Monday in January after their election, and con- 
tinue in oflice three years, and until the election and qual- 
ification of their successors; and in eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven, and every four years thereafter, there shall 
be an election in each county of the officers mentioned, who 
shall hold their offices four years (from the first Monday 
in January after their election), and until the election and 
qualification of their successors. The first election of Sher- 
iffs under this Consitution shall be held in eighteen hundred 
and ninety-two, and the Sheriffs then elected shall hold 
their offices two years, and until the election and qualifica- 
tion of their successors. The Sheriffs now in office for their 
first term shall be eligible to re-election in eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-two, and those elected in eighteen hundred 
and ninety-two for the first term shall be eligible to re- 
election in eighteen hundred and ninety-four, but there- 
after no Sheriff shall be eligible to re-election or to act 
as deputy for the succeeding term. 

Sec. 100. No person shall be eligible to the offices men-

THE JUDICIAL DE5PARTMENT. 

Sec. 109. The judicial power of the Commonwealth, both 
as to matters of law and equity, shall be vested in the Sen- 
ate when sitting as a court of impeachment, and one 
Supreme Court (to be styled the Court of Appeals) and the 
courts established by this Constitution. 

COURT OF APPEALS. 

Sec. 110. The Court of Appeals shall have appellate juris- 
diction only, which shall be co-extensive with the State, 
under such restrictions and regulations not repugnant to 
this Constitution, as may from time to time be prescribed 
by law. Said court shall have power to issue such writs 
as may be necessary to give it a general control of inferior 
jurisdictions.! 

Sec. 111. The Court of Appeals shall be held at the seat 
of government; but if that shall become dangerotJs, in case 
of war, Insurrection or pestilence, it may adjourn to meet 
and transact its business at such other place in the State 
as it may deem expedient for the time being. 

The Judges of the Court of Appeals shall sever- 
ally hold their offices for the term of eight years, com- 
mencing on the first Monday in January next succeeding 
their respective elections, and until their several successors 
are aualifiod. subject to the conditions hereinafter pre- 
scribed.

Sec. 140. There shall be established in each county now 
existing, or which may be hereafter created, In this State, 
a Court to be styled the County Court, to consist of a Judge, 
who shall be a conservator of the peace, and shall receive 
such compensation for his services as may be prescribed by 
law. He shall be commissioned by the Governor, and shall 
vacate his office by removal from the county In which he 
may have been elected. 

The jurisdiction of the County Court shall be 
uniform throughout the State, and shall be regulated by 
general law, and, until changed, shall be the same as now 
vested in the County Courts of this State by law. 

JUSTICES* COURTS.

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POLICE COURTS. 

Sec. 143. A Police Court may be established in each city 
and town in the State, with jurisdiction in cases of viola- 
tion of municipal ordinances and by-laws occurring within 
the corporate limits of the city or town in which it is 
established, and such criminal jurisdiction within the said 
limits as Justices of the Peace have. The said courts may 
be authorized to act as examining courts, but shall have no 
civil jurisdiction: Provided, The General Assembly may con- 
fer civil jurisdiction on Police Courts in cities and towns 
of the fourth and fifth classes and in towns of the sixth 
class having a population of two hundred and fifty or more, 
which jurisdiction shall be uniform throughout the State, 
and not exceed that of Justices of the Peace.2 

FISCAL COURTS. 
Sec. 144. Counties shall have a Fiscal Court, which may 
consist of the Judge of the County Court and the Justices of 
the Peace, in which Court the Judge of the County court 
shall preside, if present; or a county may have three Com- 
missioners, to be elected from the county at large, who, to- 
gether with the Judge of the County Court shall constitute 
the Fiscal Court. A majority of the members of said court 
shall constitute a Court for the transaction of business.

No sum shall be raised or collected 
for education other than in common schools until the 
question of taxation is submitted to the legal voters, and 
the majority of the votes cast at said election shall be in 
favor of such taxation: Provided, The tax now imposed 
for educational purposes, and for the endowment and 
maintenance of the Agricultural and Mechanical College^ 
shall remain until changed by law. 

Sec. 185. The General Assembly shall make provision, 
by law, for the payment of the interest of said school 
fund, and may provide for the sale of the stock in the 
Bank of Kentucky; and in case of a sale of all or any part 
of said stock, the proceeds of sale shall be Invested by the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners in other good interest-bear- 
ing stocks or bonds, which shall be subject to sale and 
reinvestment, from time to time, in like manner, and with 
the same restrictions, as provided with reference to the 
sale of the said stock in the Bank of Kentucky.

No person in the service of any railroad or common carrier 
company or corporation, or of any firm or association con- 
ducting business as a common carrier, or in anywise pecu- 
niarily interested in such company, corporation, firm or as- 
sociation, or in the railroad business, or as a common 
carrier, shall hold such oflfice.

The earnings of any rail- 
road company or corporation, and choses in action, money 
and personal property of all kinds belonging to it, in the 
hands, or under the control, of any officer, agent or em- 
ploye of such corporation or company, shall be subject 
to process of attachment to the same extent and in the 
same manner, as like property of individuals when in the 
hands or under the control of other persons. Any such 
earnings, choses in action, money or other personal prop- 
erty may be subjected to the payment of any judgment 
against such corporation or company, in the same manner 
and to the same extent as such property or individuals in 
the hands of third persons. 

Sec. 213. All railroads, transfer, belt lines and railway 
bridge companies, organized under the laws of Kentucky, 
or operating, maintaining or controlling any railroad, trans- 
fer, belt lines or bridges, or doing a railway business in 
this State, shall receive, transfer, deliver, and switch 
empty or loaded cars, and shall move, transport, receive, 
load or unload all the freight in car loads or less quan- 
tities, coming to or going from any railroad, transfer, belt 
lino, bridge or siding thereon, with equal promptness and

physical connection between the tracks of said companies. 
But this section shall not be construed as requiring any 
such common carrier to allow the use of its tracks for the 
trains of another engaged in like business. 

Sec. 214. No railway, transfer, belt line or railway bridge 
company shall make any exclusive or preferential con- 
tract or arrangement with any individual, association or 
corporation, for the receipt, transfer, delivery, transpor- 
tation, handling, care or custody of any freight, or for the 
conduct of any business as a common carrier.

THE MILITIA. 

Sec. 219. The militia of the Commonwealth of Kentucky 
shall consist of all able-bodied male residents of the State 
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between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, except 
such persons as may be exempted by the laws of the State 
or of the United States. 

Sec. 220. The General Assembly shall provide for main- 
taining an organized militia; and may exempt from military 
services persons having conscientious scruples against 
bearing arms; but such persons shall pay an equivalent for 
such exemption. ^ 

Sp:c. 221. The organization, equipment and discipline of 
the militia shall conform as nearly as practicable to the 
regulations for the government of the armies of the United 
States. 

Sec. 222. All militia officers whose appointment is not 
herein otherwise provided for, shall be elected by persons 
subject to military duty within their respective companies, 
battalions, regiments or other commands, under such rules 
and regulations and for such terms, not exceeding four 
years, ac the General Assembly may, from time to time, 
direct and establish. The Governor shall appoint an Ad- 
jutant-General and his other stafC officers; the generals 
and commandants of regiments and battalions shall respec- 
tively appoint their staff officers, and the commandants of 
companies shall, subject to the approval of their regimental 
or battalion commanders, appoint their non-commissioned 
officers. The Governor shall have power to fill vacancies 
that may occur in elective offices by granting commis- 
sions which shall expire when such vacancies have been 
filled according to the provisions of this Constitution. 

Sec. 223. The General Assembly shall provide for the 
safe-keeping of the public-arms, military records, relics- 
and banners of the Commonwealth of Kentucky. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 
Sec. 224. The General Assembly shall provide by a gen- 
eral law what officers shall execute bond for thei faithful 
discharge of their duties, and fix Ih^ WaXiwiJc^ \Xv«<iNx^.

Sec. 225. No armed person or bodies of men shall be 
brought into the Sta^e for the preservation of the peace 
or the suppression of domestic violence, except upon the 
application of the General Asembly, or of the Governor 
when the General Assembly may not be in session. 

Sec. 226. Lotteries and gift enterprises are forbidden, and 
no privileges shall be granted for such purposes, and none 
shall be exercised, and no schemes for similar purposes 
shall be allowed. The General Assembly shall enforce 
this section by proper penalties. All lottery privileges or 
charters heretofore granted are revoked.l 

Sec. 227. Judges of the County Court, Justices of the 
Peace, Sheriffs, Coroners, Surveyors, Jailers, Assessors, 
County Attorneys and Constables shall be subject to indict- 
ment or prosecution for misfeasance or malfeasance in 
office, or willful neglect in discharge of official duties, 
in such mode as may be* prescribed by law; and 
upon conviction, his office shall become vacant, but such 
officer shall have the right of appeal to the Court of Ap- 
peals.2

MODE OP REVISION. 

Sec. 256. Amendments to this Constitution may be pro- 
posed in cither House of the General Assembly at a regular 
dession, and if such amendment or amendments shall be 
agreed to by three-fifths of all the members elected to each 
House, such proposed amendment or amendments, with the 
yeas and nays of the members of each House taken thereon, 
shall be entered in full in their respective journals. Then 
such proposed amendment or amendments shall be sub- 
mitted to the voters of the State for their ratification or 
rejection at the next general election for members of the 
House of Representatives, the vote to be taken thereon in 
such manner as the General Assembly may provide, and 
to be certified by the oR'cers of election to the Secretary 
of State in such manner as shall be provided by law, which 
voto shall be compared and certified by the same board 
authorized by law to compare the polls and give certificates 
of election to o/ficers for the State at large. If it shall 
appear that a majority of the votes cast for and against 
an amendment at said election was for the amendment, 
then the same shall become a part of the Constituticn of 
this Commonwealth, and shall be so proclaimed by the 
Governor, and published in such manner as the General As- 
sembly may direct. * Said amendments shall not be sub- 
mitted at an election which occurs less than ninety days 
from the final passage of such proposed amendment or 
amendments. Not more than two amendments shall be 
voted upon at any one time. Nor shall the same amendment 
be again submitted within five years after submission. 
Said amendments shall be so submitted as to allow a sep- 
arate vote on each, and no amendment shall relate to more 
than one subject. But no amendnient shall be proposed 
by the first General Assembly which convenes after the 
adoption of this Constitution. The approval of the Gov- 
ernor shall not be necessary to any bill, order, resolution 
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or vote of the General Assembly, proposing an amendment 
or amendments to this Constitution.! 

Sec. 257. Before an amendment shall be submitted to a 
vote, the Sepretary of State shall cause such proposed 
amendniaent, and the time that the same is to be voted upon, 
to be published at least ninety days before the vote is to be 
taken thereon in such manner as may be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 258. When a majority of all the members elected 
to each House of the General Assembly shall concur, by a 
yea and nay vote, to be entered upon their respective jour- 
nals, in enacting a law to take the sense of the people of 
the State as to the necessity and expediency of calling a 
convention for the purpose of revising or amending this 
Constitution, and such amendments as may have been made 
to the same, such law shall be spread upon their respective 
journals. If the next General Assembly shall, in like 
manner concur In such law, it shall provide for having a 
poll opened in each voting precinct in this State by the 
officers provided by law for holding general elections at 
the next ensuing regular election to be held for State offi- 
cers or members of the House of Representatives, which 
does not occur within ninety days from the final passage 
of such law, at which time and places the votes of the 
qualified voters shall be taken for and against calling the 
Convention, in the same manner provided by law for taking 
votes in other State elections. The vote for and against 
said proposition shall be certified to the Secretary of State 
by the same officers and in the same manner as in State 
elections. If it shall appear that a majority voting on the 
proposition was for calling a Convention, and if the total 
number of votes cast for the calling of the Convention is

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equal to one- fourth of the number of qualified voters who 
voted at the last preceding general election in this State, 
the Secretary of State shall certify the same to the General 
Assembly at its next regular session, at which session a 
law shall be enacted calling a Convention to readopt, re- 
vise or amend this Constitution, and such amendments as 
may have been made thereto. 

Sr.c. 259. The Convention shall consists of as many dele- 
gates as there are members of the House of Representatives, 
and the delegates shall have the same qualifications aifd be 
elected from the same districts as said Representatives. 

Sec. 260. Delegates to such convention shall be elected 
at the next general State election after the passage of the 
act calling the convention, which does not occur within 
less than ninety days; and they shall meet within ninety 
days after their election at the Capital of the State, and 
continue in session until their work is completed. 

Sec. 261. The General Assembly, in the act calling the 
convention, shall provide for comparing the polls and giving 
certificates of election to the delegates elected, and provide 
for their compensation 

Si:c. 262. Th'* convention, when assembled shall be the 
[judge of the election and qualification of its members, and 
shall determine contested elections. But the General 
Assembly shall, in the act calling the convention, provide 
for taking testimony in such cases, and for issuing a writ 
of election in case of a tie. 

Sec 263. Before a vote is taken upon the question of call- 
ing a convention, tlie Secretary of State shall cause notice 
of the election to be published in such manner as may be 
provided by the act directing said vote to be taken. 
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SCHEDULE. 

iThat no inconvenience may arise from the alterations 
and amendments made in this Constitution, and in order 
to carry the same into complete operation, it is hereby 
declared and ordained: 

First: That all laws of this Commonwealth in force at 
the time of the adoption of this Constitution, not incon- 
sistent therewith, shall remain in full force until altered 
or repealed by the General Assembly; and all rights, actions, 
prosecutions, claims and contracts of the State, counties, 
individuals or bodies corporate, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall continue as valid as if this Constitution had not been 
adopted. The provisions of all laws which are incon- 
sistent with thi& Constitution shall cease upon its adoption, 
except that all laws which are inconsistent with such pro- 
visions as require legislation to enforce them shall remain 
in force until such legislation is had, but not longer than 
six years after the adoption of this Constitution, unless 
sooner amended or repealed by the General Assembly. 

Second. That all recognizances, obligations and all other 
instruments entered into or executed before the adoption 
of this Constitution, to the State, or to any city, town, 
oounty or subdivision thereof, and all fines, taxes, penalties 
and forfeitures due or owing to this State, or to any city, 
town, county or subdivision thereof; and all writs, prosecu- 
tions, actions and causes of action, except as otherwise 
herein provided, shall continue and remain unaffected by 
the adoption of this Constitution. And all indictments, 
which shall have been found, or may hereafter be found, 
for any crime or offense committed before this Constitution

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takes effect, may be prosecuted as if no change had taken 
place, except as otherwise provided in this Constitution. 

Third: All circuit, chaucerj^ criminal, law and equity, 
law, and Common Pleas Courts, as now constituted and 
organized by law, shall continue with their respective juris- 
dictions until the Judges of the Circuit Courts provided for 
in this Constitution shall have been elected and qualified, 
and shall then cease and determine; and the causes, actions, 
and proceedings then pending in said first named courts, 
which are discontinued by this Constitution, shall be trans- 
ferred to, and tried by, the Circuit Courts in the counties, 
respectively, in which said causes, actions, and proceedings 
are pending. 

Fourth : The Treasurer, Attorney-General, Auditor of 
Public Accounts, Superintendent of Public Instruction, and 
Register of the L.and Ofilce, elected in eighteen hundred 
and ninety-one, shall hold their offices until the first Monday 
in January, eighteen hundred and ninety- six, and until 
the election and qualifications of their* sujccessors. The 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor elected in eighteen 
hundred and ninety-one shall hold their offices until the 
sixth Tuesday after the first Monday in November, eighteen 
hundred and niuety-five, and until their successors are 
elected and qualified. The Governor and Treasurer elected 
in eighteen hundred and ninety-one shall be ineligible to 
the succeeding term. The Governor elected in eighteen 
hundred and ninety-one may appoint a Secretary of State 
and a Commissioner of Agriculture, Labor and Statistics, 
as now provided, who shall hold their offices until their 
successors are elected and qualified, unless sooner removed 
by the Governor. The official bond of the present Treasure^ 
shall be renewed at the expiration of two years from the 
time of his qualification. 

Bifth: All oflScers who may be in office at the adoption 
of this Constitution, or who may be elected before the 
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election of their successors as provided in this Constitution 
shall hold their respective offices until their successors are 
elected or appointed and qualified as provided in this Con- 
stitution. 

^Ixtli: The quarterly courts created by this Constitution 
shall be the successors of the present statutory Quarterly 
Courts in the several counties of this State; and all suits, 
proceedings, prosecutions, records, and judgments now pend- 
ing or being in said last named courts shall, after tho 
adoption of this Constitution, be transferred to the Quar- 
terly Courts created by this Constitution, and shall proceed 
as though the same had been therein instituted. 

ORDINANCE.

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THE ELECTTON LAW. 

AN ACT to Farther Regulate ElectioDS. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky : 

§ 1. The General Assembly shall at its present session 
elect three commissioners who shall bo styled "The State 
Board of Election Commissioners." They shall hold office 
for a term of four years and until their successors are elected 
and qualified; they shall be citizens and electors of Ken- 
tucky, and not lees than twenty-five years old; in the year \ 
one thousand nine hundred and two, and every fourth year 
thereafter the General Assembly shall elect such commis- 
sioners. Said commissioners shall qualify by taking be- 
fore the Clerk of the Court of Appeals an oath faithfully to 
perform their duties according to law. Of such qualifica- 
tions said clerk shall make certificate, which shall be noted 
upon the record of the proceedings of said board and pre- 
served among the records. Said board shall elect one of 
its members chairman who shall preside at its meetings; 
it shall appoint a secretary, who shall hold office during 
the pleasure of the board. The Board shall prescribe the 
duties of the secretary and fix his compensation, which 
shall not exceed two hundred and fifty dollars per annum. 
The board shall keep a record of its acts, orders, findings, 
judgments and all of its proceedings. A majority of said 
board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of alt 
business of the board, and a majority of said board may 
make any order, finding, judgment, or do, any act or thing 
that the board is authorized or empowered to make or da. 
If a vaxiancy occurs in said board whilst the Geineral As- 
sembly is in session, said vacancy shall be filled by election 
by the General Assembly. If a vacancy or vacancies 
occur in said boaxd whilst the General Assembly is in 
vacation, the same shall be filled by appointment by the 
remaining member or members of said board. Resignations 
from said board shall be in writing, directed to the board 
and filed among the records thereof. 

§ 2. Said State Board of Election Commissioners shall 
annually, and not later than the month of September, ap- 
point three election commissioners for each county in this 
Commonwealth, who shall be styled the "County Board of 
Election Commissioners;" such county election commis- 
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sioners shall be citizens and electors of the county for which 
they are appointed, and shall be not lees than twenty- 
five years old. Before entering upon the duties of their 
office, they shall qualify by taking before some officer au- 
thorized by la.w to administer oaths, an oath faithfully to 
discharge their duties as such commissioners according 
to law. The officer administering such oath shall make 
a certificate thereof, which shall be filed in the office of the 
county court clerk of the county. Said board shall elect 
one of its members chairman, who shall preside at its meet- 
ings. A majority of such board shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of all business of the board, for the 
doing of any act ar thing that the board may do, and the 
making of any order, finding, or judgment of the board. 
Any member of such county board may be at any time 
removed from office by the State Board of Election Commis- 
sioners. All vacancies in such county boards shall be 
filled by said State board, but until such vacancy or va- 
cancies be filled by appointment by said State boards, 
any vacancy or vacancies in any such county board may 
be temporarily filled by appointment by the remaining 
members or member of such county board. Said county 
board shall keep a record of its proceedings, which shall 
be a public record, and be kept in the office of the county 
court clerk. 

§ 3. Said county board shall annually not later than 
the month of October, appoint for each election precinct 
in the county, two judges, one clerk, and one sheriff of 
election, to act as such in their precinct, all of whom shall 
be discreet, qualified voters of the precinct for which they 
are appointed, and shall hold their offices until their succes- 
sors are appointed and qualified; and so long as there are 
two distinct political parties in this Commonwealth, the 
judges, clerk and sheriff of election, in all elections by the 
people, under the Constitution and laws of the United States, 
and under the Constitution and laws of this Commonwealth, 
shall be so selected and appointed as that one of the judges 
at each place of voting shall be of one political party, 
and the other judge of a different political party; and there 
shall be the like difference at each voting place between 
the sheriff and clerk of election: Provided, That there be 
a sufficient number of qualified persons of each political 
party resident in the precinct with which to fill said offices. 
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No person shall be eligible as an officer of election 'who 
has not been a resident householder in the precinct for which 
he is appointed for not less than one year next preceding 
his appointment or who has anything of value bet or 
wagered on the result of such election, or who is a candi- 
date to be voted for at such election, or who is not capable 
of reading the Constitution of the Commonwealth in Eng- 
lish, and of writing a plain and legible hand. It shall 
be the duty of said county board of election commission- 
ers to test all such election officers as to their qualiflcations 
before appointment If at any time before an election 
it shall be made to appear to the County Board of Elec- 
tion Commiss-ioners by the affidavit of two or more quali- 
fied voters of the precinct, or other evidence, that any elec- 
tion officer is disqualified under the provisions of this act , 
then said county board shall investigate said matter, 
and determine whether such officer is disqualified, and 
such a decision shall be final; and if he be found disquali- 
fied such officer shall be removed from office and a quali- 
fied person of the same political party as the officer re- 
moved shall thereupon be appointed in his stead. Said 
County Board of Election Commissioners may at any time 
remove from office any election officer and fill the vacancy 
thus occasioned. And said county board may at any time 
fill any vacancy in the office of election officer. The County 
Board of Election Commissioners shall give due notice 
of said appointments of election officers to the sheriff of the 
county, who shall, at least ten days before the next en- 
suing election give each. judge, clerk and sheriff written 
notice of his appointment. 

§ 4. Should the County Board of Election Commission- 
ers fail to appoint such officers of election, or either of 
said officers fail to attend for thirty minutes after the time 
for commencing the election, or refuse to act, the officers 
in attendance shall appoint a suitable person or persons 
to act in his or their stead for that election. If none of said 
officers shall appear, as herein required, the qualified voters 
present shall elect the ofllcers of election viva voce, as 
nearly as possible in conformity with the provisions of this 
act, who shall serve as such officers. Each officer of elec- 
tion shall before entering upon the duties of his office, 
take an oath faithfully to discharge his duties as such offi- 
cer before some person authorized to administer an oath, or 
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if no such officer be present, it may be administered by 
the clerk of the election, who in turn shall be sworn by one 
of the judges of election. 

§ 5. Said County Board of Election Commissioners 
shall constitute a board for examining and canvassing 
the election returns of each county, and awarding and issu- 
ing certificates of election. Any two of the members of 
said board may constitute the board, but if either be a can- 
didate, he shall have no voice in the decision of his own 
case. If from any cause, two of the members of the board 
can not act, in whole or in part, in examining and canvassing 
the returns, their places shall be supplied as in case of 
vacancies in such board. Within two days next after an 
election, the sheriff shall deposit with the clerk of the county 
court, the returns from the different precincts. On the 
next day the said County Board of Election Commissioners 
shall meet in the clerk's office, between ten and twelve 
o'clocit in the morning, open and canvass the returns of 
such election, and give triplicate or more written certifi- 
cates of election, over their signatures, of those who have 
received the highest number of votes for any office exclu- 
sively, within the gift of the voters of the county, one 
copy of the certificate to be retained in the clerk's office, 
another delivered to each of the persons elected, and the 
other forwarded by the county clerk to the Secretary of 
State at the seat of government. For offices not within 
such gift, they shall give duplicate or more written certi- 
ficates, over their signatures, of the number of votes given 
in the county, city, town, district or precinct, particulariz- 
ing therein the precinct at which the votes were given, 
one copy to be retained in the clerk's office, one delivered 
to the sheriff, and one, in o«ase of municipal or district 
election, to the common council of said municipality or 
governing authority of such district. The poll books shall 
thereafter remain in the clerk's office as parts of its records. 
So, also, shall the certificates of any precinct judges which 
may have been used in the absence of the poll book of that 
precinct. 

§ (>. Where two or more counties vote together in the 
choice of a Representative or Senator, the canvassing boards 
of election of the respective counties, shall make duplicate 
written certificates over their signatures of the number of 
votes given in the counties for such Representative or Sena-

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tor, one copy to be retained in the clerk's oflSce of such 
county, and the other to be sent immediately by mail by 
said board to the canvassing board of the county in such 
district having the largest population, which last named 
board shall between ten and twelve o'clock in the morning 
of the second Monday after the election meet in the clerk's 
office of their county, compare the certificates of the can- 
vassing boards of the several counties, and therefrom give 
triplicate certificates of election, in writing over their signa- 
tures, of the persons who appear to have received the largest 
number of votes, one copy of the certificate to be retained in 
the clerk's office, another delivered to the person elected, 
and the other forwarded to the Secretary of State at the 
seat of government. 

§ 7. The certificate of election of a county officer shall 
be in substance in the following form: "Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, set. We, A, B, and C, duly authorized to can- 
vass the returns of the county of ,do certify, 

that at an election held in said county, on the 

day of , E. F. was duly elected to fill the office 

of " The certificate of election of a justice 

of the peace or constable, shall be altered to show that the 
election was held in a named district. 

§ 8. When the election of a Governor or Lieutenant- 
Governor is contested, a board for determining the contest 
shall be formed in the manner following: First. On the 
third day after the organization of the General Assemblj' 
which meets next after the election, the Senate shall select, 
by lot. three of its members, and the House of Representa- 
tives shall select, by lot, eight of its members, and the eleven 
so selected shall constitute a board, seven of whom shall 
have power to act. Second. In making the selection by 
lot the name of each member present shall be written on 
a separate piece of paper, every such piece being as nearly 
similar to the other as may be. Each piece shall be rolled 
up, so that the names thereon can not be seen, nor any 
particular piece ascertained or selected by feeling. The 
whole so prepared, shall be placed by the clerk in a box 
on his table and after it has been well shaken, and the 
pajiers therein well intermixed, the clerk shall draw out 
one paper, which shall be opened and read aloud by the 
presiding officer and so on until the required number is 
obtaJned. The persons whose names are so drawn shall be 
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members of the board. Third. The members of the board? 
so chosen by the two Houses shall be sworn by the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives to try the contested elec- 
tion, and give true judgment thereon, according to the evi- 
dence, unless dissolved before rendering judgment. 
Fourth. The board shall, within twenty- four hours after its 
election, meet, appoint its chairman, and assign a day for 
hearing the contest, and adjourn from day to day as its 
business may requiYe. Fifth. If any person so selected 
shall swear that he can not, without great personal incon- 
venience, serve on the board, or that he feels an undue 
bias for or against either of the parties, he may be excused 
by the House from which he was chosen, from serving on 
the board, and if it appears that a person so selected is 
related to either party, or is liable to any other proper 
objection on the score of its partiality, he shall be excused. 
Sixth. Any deficiency in the proper number so created 
shall be supplied by another draw from the box. Seventh. 
The board shall have the power to send for persons, papers, 
and records, to issue attachments therefor, signed by its 
chairman or clerk, and issue commissions for taking proof. 
Eighth. Where it shall appear that the candidates receiving 
the highest number of votes given, have received an equal 
number, the right to the office shall be determined by lot, 
und^ the direction of the board. Where the person re- 
turned is found not 'to have been legally qualified to receive 
the ofllce at the time of his election, a new election shall be 
ordered to fill the vacancy; provided, the first two years of 
his term shall not have expired. Where another than the 
person returned shall be found to have received the high- 
est number of legal votes given such other shall be adjudged 
to be the person elected and entitled to the office. Ninth. 
No decision shall be made but by the vote of six members. 
The decision of the board shall not be final nor conclusive. 
Such decision shall be reported to the two Houses of the 
General Assembly for the further action of the General 
Assembly. And the General Assembly shall then deter- 
mine such contest. Tenth. If a new election is required it 
shall be immediately ordered by proclamation of the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives to take place within six 
weeks thereafter, and on a day not sooner than thirty days 
thereafter. Eleventh. When a new election is ordered or 
the incumbent adjudged not to be entitled, his powers shaJJL 
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jmmediately cease, and, if the office is not adjudged to an- 
other it shall be deemed to be vacant. Twelfth. If any 
member of the board wilfully fails to attend its session, 
he shall be reported to the House to which he belongs, 
and thereupon such House shall in its discretion, punish 
him by fine and imprisonment or both. Thirteenth; If no 
decision of the board is given during the then session of 
the General Assembly, it shall be dissolved, unless by joint 
resolution of the two Houses it is empowered to continue 
longer. 

I 9. After an election for Governor,. Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, or other office elective by the votes of the whole 
State, or more than one county, or for a judge of the 
Court of Appeals, clerk of that court, circuit judge. Com- 
monwealth's Attorney, Representatives in the Congress, or 
Electors of President or Vice-President, or for or upon 
questions or Constitutional amendments submitted to a 
vote of the people, it shall be the duty of the board of can- 
vassers of returns for each county immediately after the 
e:xamj nation of such returns, to make out two or more 
certificates in writing, over their signatures, of the number 
of votes given in the county for each of the candidates 
for any of said offices, and the number of votes for or 
against such questions or Constitutional amendments. 
One of the certificates shall be retained in the clerk's office, 
another the clerk shall send by the next mail, under cover, 
to the Secretary of State at the seat of government. 

§ 10. Said State Board of Election Commissioners, and 
in the absence ot either, the other two, shall be a board 
for examining and canvassing the returns of election for 
any of the offices named in the last section of this act. 
First. It shall be the duty of said board, when the re- 
turns are all in, or on the fourth Monday after the elec- 
tion, whether thej' are in or not, to m.ake out in the office 
of the Secretary of State, from the returns made, duplicate 
certificates, in writing, over their signatures, of the elec- 
tion of those having the highest number of votes, one cer- 
tificate to be retained in the office and the other sent by 
mail to the person elected. If all of the returns are not 
made, the right to contest an election shall not be im- 
paired. Second. In the case of the election of a Repre- 
sentative in the Congress, there shall be three certificates, 
one to be retained in the office, another sent by mail to thd 
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clerk of the House" of Representatives at the seat of Fed- 
eral Government. Third. It shall be the duty of the Sec- 
retary of the State, immediately after the compai-ison of 
the returns, to cause a statement therefrom of the votes 
given in every county for each candidate, to be published 
in two newspapers. Fourth. If two or more persons shall 
be found to have received the highest and an equal number 
of votes for the same office so that the election can not be 
determined among the candidates by a plurality of the 
votes, it shall be determined by lot in such manner &a the 
board may direct, and in the presence of not less than 
three other persons. Fifth. If one or more of the persons 
voted for as Electors of President, is elected then he or they, 
when convened to vote for President, shall determine which 
of the candidates having an equal number of votes shall be 
deemed to be eh»cted without casting any lot therefor. 
But if none is elected, then the beard shall determine the 
election by lot between those having the highest and equal 
number of votes except that they shall be arranged and 
drawn for in classes, according to their known pledges to 
vote for the different candidates so that the whole vote 
of the State may be given tx) the same person. 

§ 11. Where the canvassing board of two or more coun- 
ties on comparison of the returns, or the board of canvas- 
sers for a county, find that two or more have received 
the highest and equal number of votes for the same office 
they shall by lot, determine which of the candidates is 
elected^ 

§ 12. Said State Board of Election Commissioners, or 
any two of them, shall be a board for determining the 
contested election of any officer other than Governor or 
Lieutenant Governor, elected by the votes of the whole 
State, or of a judge or clerk of the Court of Appeals, circuit 
judge, or Commonwealth's attorney. First. Elach member 
of the board, before entering on his duties as such, shall 
be sworn by some judge or justice to try the contested 
election, and give true judgment thereon according to 
the evidence. Second. A majority of the board shall be 
necessary to a decision, which shall be in writing, Snd 
signed in duplicate by the members concurring therein, 
one copy to be retained in the office of the Secretary of the 
State, and the other delivered to the successful party, or 
sent to him by mail. Third. The board shall have power 
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to send for persons, papers, and records, to issue attach- 
ments therefor, signed by its chairman, swear witnesses 
by its chairman or secretary, and issue commiissions for 
taking proof. Fourth. Where it shall appear that the can- 
didates receiving the highest number of votes given have 
received an equal number the right to the office shall be 
determined by lot, under the direction of the board; where 
the person returned is found not to have been legally qual- 
ified to receive the office at the time of his election, a new 
election shall be ordered to fill the vacancy; provided, 
the first two years of his term shall not have expired. Where 
another than the person returned shall be found to have 
received the highest number of legal votes cast, such othei? 
shall be adjudged to be the person elected and entitled to 
the o-fice. The decision of the board shall be final and 
conclusive. Fifth. The Governor shall immediately after 
such decision issue the proper commission, or order a new 
election, as the case may rexjuire. 

§ 13. The County Board of Election Commissioners, or 
any two of them, shall be a board in each county, with like 
powers as those mentioned in the next preceding section, 
for determining the contested election of any officer elec- 
tive by the voters of the county, or any district therein, 
excepting members of the General Assembly, and also of 
any police judge, clerk, marshal or other elective munici- 
pal officer, where there is no other provision of law for 
determining the contested election of such municipal offi- 
cers. The board shall be governed by the rules mentioned 
in the next preceding section, where the same are applica- 
ble to its duties. The decision of the board shall be given 
in writing, and signed in triplicate, one copy to be entered 
on the minutes of the board, another delivered to the suc- 
cessful party, and the other, when necessary for obtaining 
a commission, sent by mail to the Secretary of State. When 
the decision so requires, a writ for a new election shall 
immediately be issued. 

§ H. Said State Board of Election Commissioners shall 
hold its sessions at the seat of government, at Frankfort, 
where a suitable room for them shall be provided in some 
of the State buildings. The members of the board shall 
be paid for all their services under this act five dollars 
per day while so in session; provided, that no member of 
said board shall be paid more than one hundred dollars for 
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his services in any year. Said board shall provide itself 
with necessary books, papers, material and postage to en- 
able it to perform the duties with which it is charged by 
this act. The chairman of said board shall certify to the 
Auditor of Public Accounts the money so expended by said 
board, 'and the sums that the members of said board and 
its secretary are ei^titled to be paid under this act, and 
thereupon the Auditor shall draw his warrant upon the 
Treasurer for the sum so certified, to the end that the same 
may be paid out of the treasury. 

§ 15. The County Board of Election Commissioners shall 
be paid for all services they may render under this act, 
two dollars per day while actually in session; but no mem- 
ber of such board shall be paid more than twenty dollars 
for his services during any year. Said board may provide 
Itself with necessary books and stationery to enable it to 
perform its duties under this act, the amount of such ex- 
penditure, and the number of days the members of said 
board were actually in session, shall be certified by the 
chairman of the board to the fiscal court of the county and 
paid out of the county funds. 

§ 16. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act 
are, to the extent of such conflict, repealed. 

§17. Because of the frauds that are now perpetrated in 
elections in this Commonwealth, there is an emergency 
that this* act take immediate effect, and thTs act shall 
take effect upon its approval by the Governor or its pass- 
age.

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VABIOUS MONEYS OF CraGULATION. 

There are ten different kinds of money In circulation In the 
United States, naraely: Gold coins, standard s-Uver dollars, sub- 
sidiary silver, gold certificates, silver eertlflcates, treasury notes 
issued under the act of,* July 14, 1890; United States notes (also 
called greenbacks and legal tenders), national bank notes, and" 
nickel and bronze coins. These forms of money are all available 
as circulation. 

Gold coin is legal tender at its nominal or face value for all' 
debts, public and private, when not below the standard weight 
and limit of tolerance prescribed by law; and when below such 
standard of tolerance it is legal tender In proportion to its weight- 
Standard silver dollars are legal tender at their nominal or 
face value In payment of all debts, public and private, without 
regard to the amount, except where otherwise expressly stipulated 
in the contract. 

Subsidiary sliver Is legal tender for amounts not exceeding 
. $10 In any one payment. Treasury notes of the act of July 14, 
1890, are legal tender for all debts, public and private, except where 
otherwise expressly stipulated In the contract. 

United States notes are legal tender for all debts, public and 
private, except duties on Imports and Interest on the public debt. 

Gold certiflcates, silver certificates and national bank notes 
are not legal tender, but such classes of certiflcates are receivable 
for all public dues, while national bank notes are receivable for 
all public dues except duties on imports, and may be paid out 
by the Government for all salaries and other debts and demands 
owing by the United States to individuals, corporations and asso- 
ciations within the Uulted States, except interest on the public 
debt, and in redemption of the national currency. All national 
banks are required by law to receive the notes of other national 
banks at par. 

The minor coins of nickel and copper are legal tender to the 
extent of 25 cents. 

The coinage of the legal tender gold was authorized by the 
first coinage act, passed by Congress April 2, 1792. The gold unit 
of value is the dollar, which contains 25.8 grains of standard gold' 
900 fine. The amount of fine gold In the dollar is 23.22 grains, and 
the remainder of the weight Is an alloy of copper. The total coin- 
age of gold by the mints of the United States from 1792 to June 3(^, 
189C, as 11,814,692,253, of which it Is estimated $567,931,823 is still in 
existence as coin In the United States, while the remainder has 
been exported or consiimed In the arts. 

The silver unit Is the dollar, which contains 412% grains of 
standard sliver 900 fine. The amount of fine silver In the dollar 
Is 371% grains, and there are 41% grains of copper alloy. The stand- 
ard sliver dollar was first authorized by the act of April 2. 1792. 
The coinage of the standard silver dollar was discontinued by the 
act of February 12, 1873, and It was restored by the act of Feb- 
ruary 28, 1878. 
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POSTAX INFORMATION. 

Postal cards 1 cent (double or "reply*' cards, two cents), go 
without further charge to all parts of the United States, Canada, 
and Mexico. 

All letters, to all parts of the United States, Canada and Mex- 
ico, 2 cents for each ounce or fraction thereof. 

Local, or "drop" letter, that Is for -the city or town where 
deposited, 2 cents where the carrier system Is adopted, and 1 
cent where there is no carrier system. 

First Class.— Letters and all other written matter, whether 
sealed or unsealed, and all other matter sealed, nailed, sewed or 
fastened in any manner so that it can not be easily examined, 2 
cents for each ounce or fraction thereof. 

Second Class.— Only for publishers and news agents, 1 cent 
per pound. 

Newspapers and periodicals (regular publications) can be 
mailed by the public at the rate of 1 cent for each 4 ounces or 
fraction thereof. 

Third Class.— Printed matter, in unsealed wrappers only (all 
matter enclosed In notched envelopes must pay letter rates), 1 
cent for each 2 ounces or fraction thereof, which must be fully 
prepaid. This Includes books, circulars, chromes, engravings, hand 
bills, lithographs, music, pamphlets, proof-sheets and manuscript 
accompanying the same, reproductions by the electric pen, hek- 
tograph, metallograph, papjTograph, and. In short, any repro- 
duction upon paper, by any process except handwriting, the copy- 
ing press, typewriter and the neostyle process. Limit of weight 
4 pounds, except for single book, which may weigh more. 

Fourth Class.- All mailable matter not included in the three 
preceding classes which is so prepared for mailing as to be easily 
withdrawn from the wrapper and examined, 1 cent per ounce or 
fraction thereof. Limit of weight 4 pounds. Full prepayment com- 
pulsory. 

Registered Mail.— Any letter or postal may be registered by 
payment of e'ght cents fee in addition to the regular postage. 

Special Delivered Letters— Ten cents special delivery stamp on 
each letter, In addition to the regular postage, entitles the letter 
to immediate delivery by special messenger.

For payment In United States, In Cuba, In Porto Rico, and the 

Philippines.

Over $60.00 and not exceeding $75.00 25 cents

The war tax is not a part of the fee, but Is collected (two 

cents for each order, whatever Its amount) from the remitter, In 

the place of a revenue stamp, which stamp is not required on a 

Postal Order.

Mail matter to Cuba, Porto Rico, Philippine Islands and 
Hawaii, is subject to the same rates of postage as mail matter 
mailed to any foreign country In the postal union. 

Minimum.— l-^ve cents on each letter or package of any char- 
acter. 

Exception.— Mail matter sent to persons in the service of the 
United States, In Cuba, Porto Rico, Philippine Islands and 
Hawaii, only require the domestic rate of postage.

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STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

The State College, established at Lexington by act of Legis- 
lature in 1865, Is supported partly by Congressional, partly by 
State aid. Its management is vested in a board of trustees, con- 
sisting of the Governor, who is ex officio chairman of the board, 
and fifteen gentlemen nominated by the Governor and confirmed 
by the Senate. One trustee is selected from each Congressional 
district outside of the district in which Lexington is situated, and 
the remaining five from the Lexington district. 

In consequence of the aid received from the State each legis- 
lative district is allowed to appoint one Situdent each year to the 
college. The appointment is valid for four years, and gives the 
appointee free tuition, lodging, fuel, lights and traveling expenses 
from his home and return, provided he remains one year at the 
college. Each district may also appoint (each year) four teachers, 
or persons preparing to teach, to tuition in the normal school of 
the college. These appointments are valid for one year. All ap- 
pointments are made, on competitive examination, by the county 
superintendents. The State pays in aid of said college, one-half 
of one cent on all taxes received. The Federal government ap- 
propriates $25,000 a year to the two State Colleges in the following 
proportion: 3ri% per cent to State College at Lexington. li\^ per 
cent, to Colored Normal School at Frankfort. 

STATi: NORMAL SCHOOL FOR COLORED PERSONS. 
FRANKFORT. KY. 

This school was established by act of the Legislature, dated 
May IS, 18S6. 

It is supported by an annual State appropriation of $4,255.50. 
$1,000 received from John F. Slater's fund, and by about $3,000 
appropriated by Congress under act of August 30, 1890, which is 
also paid annually. 

It is under the control of a board of trustees, of whom tlie 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction is chairman ex oflUcio. 
The other three members are chosen by the Governor, and must 
be residents of Franklin county.

Tuition is free to pupils residents of the State. The enrollment 
this year is sixty-five.

Six trustees, three 
women and three men. were appointed, according to the provis- 
* ions of the law (Ky. Statutes, Sec. 2095), and they located the 
Houses of Reform at Lexington. 

The object of this institution is for the reformation of juvenile 
criminals, under eighteen years of age, who by reason of moral 
depravity have rendered themselves burdensome to society.

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Rules of tlie Senate.

TOUCHING THE DUTIES OP THE PRESIDENT. 

1. He shall take the chair every day precisely at the ' 
hour to which the Senate shall have adjourned the preced- 
ing day, and on the appearance of a quorum shall cause the 
Journal of the preceding day to be read. 

2. He shall preserve decorum and order, and may speak 
to points in order in preference to senators on the floor, 
rising from his chair for that purpose. He shall decide 
questions of order, but all decisions by him shall be subject 
to an appeal to the Senate on request of any two senators, 
which appeal shall be in writing, in which case he shall, 
during the pendency of such appeal, vacate the chair, which 
shall be filled in the same manner as though he were absent. 

3. He may state a question sitting, but shall rise to put 
a question to the vote of the Senate. 

4. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to-wit: 

"As many as favor (as the question may be) say 

aye.' You of the contrary opinion say no." If the Presi- 
dent doubt, or a division be called for, the Senate shall di- 
vide; those in the affirmative shall first rise from their 
seats, and afterwards those in the negative. If the Presi- 
dent is still in doubt, or a count be required by any senator, 
the President shall name two senators, one from each side, 
to tell those in the affirmative and those in the negative, 
and the result being reported he shall rise and state the 
decision to the Senate. * 

5. When any motion or proposition is made, the ques- 
tion, "Will the Senate now consider it?" shall not be put, 
unless it be demanded by some member, which question 
shall be decided without debate. 

6. The President may examine and correct the Journal 
before it is read, in which case he must call the attention 
of the Senate to such correction. 

7. In the absence of the President pro tem., he shall 
have the right to name any senator to perform the du<5A.'s. 
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of the chair to preside during the absence of himself and 
the President pro tern, of the Senate. He shall also have the 
right to name any senator to preside during any part of any 
day's session. 

In the absence of the President, the President pro tem. 
shall have all the rights conferred on the President. 

8. ^ All committees shall be appointed by the President, 
unlesS otherwise specially directed by the Senate, in which 
case they shall be appointed by a vote; a plurality of the 
votes shall be sufl5cient to determine the choice. 

9. In all other cases of voting by the Senate for its of- 
ficers or agents, a majority of the votes given shall be nec- 
essary to a choice. 

10. All writs, warrants and subpoenas issued by order 
of the Senate or its committees shall be signed by the Presi- 
dent, under his hand and attested by the clerk. 

11. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in 
the galleries or lobby, the President or chairman of the 
Committee of the Whole shall have power to order the same 
to be cleared. 

ORGANIZATION OF THE SENATE. 

12. Four members of the Senate may adjourn from day 
to day when a suflScient number has not met to proceed to 
business; and eight senators, together with the President, 
may call the Senate and send for absent senators. 

13. All Senate bills and resolutions which have 'duly 
passed the two Houses and are ready for enrollment shall 
be delivered by the clerk of the Senate to the enrolling 
clerk, who shall take charge of and be responsible for the 
safe-keeping of the same while in his custody. He shall im- 
mediately, upon receipt of said bills and resolutions, plainly 
and legibly, and without blots or erasures, enroll the same.- 
So soon as he has enrolled the same, he shall deliver the 
original and enrolled copies to the Enrolling Committee 
and he and they shall carefully compare the same, and, 
if found correctly enrolled, he shall report and deliver the 
same to the Senate, to be there, in open session, again read 
and compared. 

Immediately after said last named comparison, the 
original bills shall be returned to the custody of the clerk 
of the Senate, who shall thenceforth be responsible for 
their safe custody and keeping, and the clerk of the Senate 
shall, as soon as the enrolled bill has been signed by the 
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Speaker of the House and President of the Senate, present 
thte enrolled copy to the Governor for his signature and ap- 
proval. 

If any bill or resolution be found not correctly enrolled, 
such enrolled bill or resolution, together with the original, 
shall be returned to the Enrolling Committee to be correot- 
ly enrolled, whereupon the same proceedings shall be had 
as if originally presented. For his services in enrolling 
said bills and resolutions the enrolling clerk shall receive 
no other compensation than the per diem allowed him by 
law; and provided, that, when necessary, the Senate may 
authorize the President of the Senate to employ assistai^ts. 

14. The following standing committees, to be composed 
of five or more members each, shall be appointed by the 
President or elected by the Senate, at the commencement 
of each session of the General Assembly, and no standing 
committee shall be changed, except upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee on Rules, viz.: 

First. A Committee on the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College, whose duty it shall be to take under consideration 
all matters relating to the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College. 

Second. A Committee on Agriculture and Manufactures, 
who are to take into consideration all matters relating to 
the condition and improvement of the agriculture and man- 
ufactures of the Commonwealth, and report their proceed- 
ings together with their opinion, to the Senate: 

Third. A Committee on Appropriations, to whom shall 
be referred all applications involving the apipropriation of 
money from the State Treasury for any public or general 
purpose, and they shall report their proceedings and opinion 
thereon to the Senate. ' 

Fourth. A Committee on Banks and Insurance, whose 
duty it shall be to consider all matters relating to banks 
and insurance. 

'Fifth. A Committee on Corporations, whose duty it 
shall be to take under consideration all matters relating to 
or affecting corporations, other than railroads, banks and 
insurance compa.nies, and report their proceedings and 
opinion thereon to the Senate. 

Sixth. A Committee on Charitable Institutions, whose 
duty it shall be to take under consideration all matters re- 
lating to or connected with the charitable institutions of 
this Commonwealth, and report their proc^^^vc^^^ "^ctsA. «af<^cc^- 
ion thereon to the Senate. 
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Seventh. A Committee on Claims, whose duty it shall 
be to investigate all claims and demands against the Com- 
monwealth, and report their proceedings and opinion there- 
on to the Senate. 

Eighth. A Committee on Codes of Practice, whose duty 
it shall be to take under consideration all questions relating 
to the Codes of Practice, and report their proceedings and 
opinion thereon to the Senate. 

Ninth. A Committee on Constitutional Amendments, 
whose duty it shall be to take into consideration all amend- 
ments proposed to the Constitution of the State, and report 
their proceedings and opinion in reference thereto to the 
Senate. 

Tenth. A Committee on Courts of Justice, whose duty 
it shall be to take into consideration all matters relating to 
or affecting the courts of justice of this Commonwealth, and 
report their proceedings and opinion to the Senate. 

Eleventh. A Committee on Education, whose duty it 
shall be to take under consideration all matters relating to 
education and public schools in the Commonwealth, and re- 
port their proceedings and opinion in reference thereto to 
the Senate. 

Twelfth. A Joint Committee on Enrollments, whose duty 
it shall be to examine and see that all acts and resolutions 
which shall have passed both Houses of the General Assem- 
bly are correctlv er rolled, and present the same to the 
Senate to be read and compared and receive the signature 
of the President in open session. 

Thirteenth. A Committee on Executive Affairs, whose 
duty it shall be take under consideration all matters relat- 
ing to the executive department of the government of the 
Commonwealth, and report their proceedings- and opinion 
therpon to the Senate. 

Fourteenth. A Committee on Federal Relations, whose 
duty it shall be to take under consideration all matters re- 
lating to Federal lelatioiis, and report their proceedings and 
opinion thp^^eon to the Sp^ate. 

Fifteenth. A Committee on Revenue and Taxation, 
whose duty it shall be to take under consideration all mat- 
ters relating to or affecting the assessment and collection 
of revenue and the affairs of j^venue oflScers of the Com- 
monwealth, and report their proceedings and opinion there- 
on to the Senate. 

Sixteenth. A Committee on General Statutes, whose 
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duty it shall be to take under consideration all matters re- 
lating to or affecting the General Statutes. 

Seventeenth. A Committee on Immigration and Labor, 
whose duty it shall be to take under consideration all ques- 
tions relating to immigration or labor, and report their 
proceedings and opinion thereon to the Senate. 

Eighteenth. A Committee on Internal Improvements, 
whose duty it shall be to take under consideration all mat- 
ters relating to the public highways and navigable streams 
of the Commonwealth, and report their proceedings and 
opinion thereon to the Senate. 

Nineteenth. A Committee on the Judiciary, who are to 
take into consideration all matters relating to courts of 
justice not herein otherwise provided, and such other mat- 
ters as may from time to time be referred to them, and re- 
port their proceedings, with their opinion thereon, to the 
Senate; and are to inspect the Journal of the preceding ses- 
sion, and draw up a statement of the matters then pending 
and undetermined, and the progress made therein; also to 
examine what temporary laws have expired since the last 
session, and inspect such temporary laws as are near expir- 
ing, and report the same to the Senate with their opinion 
which of them ought to be revived and continued. 

Twentieth. A Committee on Library and Public Build- 
ings and Offices, whose duty it shall be to take under con- 
sideration all matters relating to the Library and Public 
Offices and Buildings, and report their proceedings and 
opinion thereon to the Senate. 

Twenty-first. A Committee on Military Affairs, whose 
duty it shall be to take under consideration all matters re- 
lating to the militia and military affairs of the Common- 
wealth, and report their proceedings and opinion to the 
Senate. 

Twenty-second. A Committee on Penitentiary and House 
of Reform, whose duty it shall be to take under considera- 
tion all matters relating to the Penitentiary and House of 
Reform, and report their proceedings and opinion to the 
Senate. 

Twenty-third. A Committee on Printing, to consist of 
five members, whose duty it shall be to take into consid- 
eration all matters pertaining to the public printing and 
binding, and report thereon to the Senate. 

Twenty-fourth. A Committee on Propositions and Griev- 
ances, whose duty it shall be to take under conaide.i:^t\ss^ 
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all propositions and grievances that may be referred to 
them, and report their proceedings and opinions thereupon 
to the Senate. 

Twenty-fifth. A Committee on Suffrage and Ejections, 
whose duty it shall be to take under consideration all mat- 
ters relating to or affecting the election and return of Sen- 
ators to serve in the General Assembly, and report their 
proceedings and opinion thereon to the Senate. 

Twenty-sixth. A Committee on Religion and Morals, 
whose duty it shall be to take under consideration all mat- 
ters relating to or affecting religion and public morals in 
the Commonwealth, and report their proceedings and opin- 
ion in relation thereto to the Senate. 

Twenty-seventh. A Committee on Railroads and Com- 
merce, to whom shall be referred, and whose duty it shall 
be to consider, all matters relating to or affecting the rail- 
roads of this Commonwealth, including the incorporation, 
organization, and management of all railroads now or liere- 
after to be constructed, and report their proceedings and 
opinion in reference thereto to the Senate. 

Twenty-eighth. A Committee on Rules, whose duty it 
shall be to take under consideration all matters relating to 
the rules for the government of the Senate, and, with a like 
committee from the House, all matters relating to the rules 
for the government of the two Houses, and report their 
proceedings and opinion thereon to the Senate. 

Twenty-ninth. A Committee on the Sinking Fund, whose 
duty it shall be to take under consideration all matters re- 
lating to or connected with the Sinking Fund, and report 
their proceedings and opinion in relation thereto to the 
Senate. 

Thirtieth. A Committee on Public Health, v/hose duty 
it shall be to take under consideration all matters relating 
to the public health and report their proceedings and opin- 
ion thereon to the Senate. 

Thirty-first. A Committee on Municipalities, whose 
duty it shall be to take under consideration all matters re- 
lating to Municipalities, and report their proceedings and 
opinion thereon to the Senate. 

Thirty-second. A Committee on Criminal Laws, whose 
duty it shall be to take under consideration all matters re- 
lating to crimes and punishments and report their proceed- 
ings and opinion thereon to the Senate. 

The committees heretofore selected by the Senate shall 
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remain standing committees of the Senate until otherwise 
ordered by it. 

15. Select committees shaJl consist of three members 
only, unless otherwise ordered by the Senate. No select 
committee shall be appointed unless by a majority vote of 
the senators present. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS OF THE DAY. 

16. The order of business shall be as follows: 

First. Reading and approval of the Journal. 

Second. Petitions, motions and Senate resolutions. 

Third. Bills and joint resolutions. 

Fourth. Second reading and reference of bills. 

Fifth. Standing Committees, 

Sixth. Special Committees, 

Seventh. Orders of the day. 

17. ^ The business specified in the preceding rule shall 
be done at no other part of the day than between the meet- 
ing of the Senate and 12 o'clock M., except by leave of the 
Senate. 

18. In all elections the President shall call for a previ- 
ous nomination. 

19. It shall be in order for the Committee on Enroll- 
ments to report at any time. 

20. It shall be the duty of the President to direct the 
door-keeper and the sergeant-at-arms to exclude all per- 
sons from the bar of the Senate, except the Governor, mem- 
bers and ex-members and attaches of the General Assembly, 
members of the several departments of State Government, 
such newspaper reporters as may be authorized by the 
President to be present, and members of the Federal Con- 
gress, and all chief executive and judicial officers of the 
United States. 

OF DECORUM AND ORDER. 

21. When a senator is about to speak in debate or de- 
liver any matter to the Senate, he shall rise from his seat 
and respectfully address himself to "Mr. President," and 
being recognized by the President, may proceed, but shall 
confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personality. 

22. If any senator, in speaking or otherwise transgress 
the rules of the Senate, the President shall, or any member 
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may, call him to order; in which case the member so called 
to order shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to 
explain; and the Senate, if appealed to, shall decide on the 
case; if there be no appeal, the decision of the President 
shall be submitted to. If the decision- be in favor of the 
senator called to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; 
if otherwise, he shall not be at liberty to proceed without 
leave of the Senate; and if the case require it, he shall be 
liable to the censure of the Senate. 

23. If a senator be called to order by another for words 
spoken in debate, the exceptional words shall be immediate- 
ly taken down in writing by the clerk, that the President be 
better enabled to judge of the matter. 

24. No senator shall designate another senator by name. 

25. When two or more senators rise at once, the Presi- 
dent shall name the senator who first addressed the Chair 
as the one entitled to the floor. 

26. No senator shall speak more than twice to the same 
question without leave of the Senate, nor more than once 
until every senator choosing to sipeak shall have spoken. 

27. While the President is putting any question or ad- 
dressing the Senate, none shall walk out or across the cham- 
ber; nor when a senator is speaking shall any other sena- 
tor entertain private discourse nor shall he pass between 
him and the Chair. 

28. No senator shall vote on any question in the event 
of which he is immediately or pecuniarily interested, or in 
any case where he was not present when the question was 
put, unless by the consent of two- thirds of the Senate; and 
in no case shall such absent senator be allowed to vote 
where his vote will_ change the decision of the question. 

29. Every senator who shall be in the Senate when the 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the Senate, for 
special reasons, or the President, upon being satisfied that 
the motion or request is made for dilatory purposes, shall 
excuse him. 

30. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be 
stated by the President, or, being in writing, shall be hand- 
ed to the Chair, and read aloud by the clerk before debated. 

31. Every motion must be reduced to writing, if the 
President or any senator desire it. 

32. After a motion is stated by the President, or read 
by the clerk, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Senate, but may be withdrawn at any time before a deci- 

sjon or amendment.

DIGNITY AND PRIVILEGE OF QUESTION. 

33. When a question is under debate, no motion shall 
be received but — 

1. To fix the time to which the Senate shall adjourn. 

2. To adjourn. 

3. To take a recess. 

4. To lay on table. 

5. For the previous question. 

6. To postpone to a day certain. 

7. To commit. 

8. To amend. 

9. To postpone indefinitely. 

Which several motions shall have precedence in the or- 
der in which they are arranged, and the first five shall 
be decided without debate. No motion to postpone to a 
day certain, to refer, or to postpone indefinitely, being de- 
cided, shall be again allowed on the same day, and at the 
same stage of the bill or proposition. 

34. A motion to strike out the enacting words of a bill 
shall have precedence of a motion to amend, and if carried, 
shall be equivalent to its rejection. 

35. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are named, the question shall be taken 
in the following order: 1. To a committee of the whole. 
2. A standing committee. 3. A select committee. 

36. A motion to fix a day to which the Senate shall ad- 
journ, a motion to adjourn and take a recess shall always 
be in order. 

37. The previous question being moved and secor^ded, 
the question from the chair shall be: **Shall the main 
question be now put?" And if the nays prevail, the main 
question shall not then be put. But a refusal to order the 
previous question shall not bar the Senate from> forthwith 
proceeding to the consideration of the subject. The effect 
of the previous question shall be to put an end to all debate 
and bring the Senate to a direct vote upon the immediate 
question or questions on which it has been asked and or- 
dered. The previous question may be asked and ordered 
upon a single motion, a series of motions allowable under 
the rules, or an amendment, or amendments, or may be 
made to embrace all authorized motions or amendments 
and Include the bill to its passage or rejection. After the 
previous question has been ordered, and until it may have 
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been exhausted, no motion shall be allowed by theJPresi- 
dent, except one motion to adjourn. All incidental ques- 
tions of order arising after a motion is made for the pre- 
vious question and pending such motion shall be decided, 
whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. 

A second motion for the previous question shall not be 
in order on the same day, upon the same question, at the 
same stage thereof. 

38. When a question is postponed indefinitely, the same 
shall not be acted on again during the session. 

39. Any senator may call for a division of the question, 
which shall be divided, if it comprehends questions so dis- 
tinct that, one being taken away, the rest may stand entire 
for the decision of the Senate, a motion to strike out and 
insert shall be deemed divisible. But a motion to strike 
out being lost, shall preclude neither amendment nor a 
motion to strike out and insert. Nor shall a motion to 
strike out and insert one thing, being lost, preclude a mo- 
tion to strike out and insert a different thing. 

40. Motions and reports on any subject may be commit- 
ted at the pleasure of the Senate. 

41. A motion to postpone, or commit an amendment, 
thereby to separate it from the main question, shall not be 
in order. 

42. No motion to reconsider any vote given shall be 
made after the bill, resolution, or other paper shall have 
gone out of the possession of the Senate, nor when it re- 
mains in the possession of the Senate, unless made within 
two days (Sundays excepted) after such vote was given, un- 
less a majority of three-fourths present concur therein; and 
the motion to reconsider shall be a privileged motion, and 
must be made by a senator who voted with the prevailing 
side. 

43. No motion or proposition different from- that under 
consideration shall be committed under color of amendment. 

44. When a paper is first presented to the Senate, it shall 
be a matter of right in any sena^tor to have it read before 
the Senate shall vote upon it. If the paper has been once 
read, or the reading dispensed with, and the reading be 
again required and objected to, it shall be determined by 
a vote of the Senate. 

45. The unfiniph'^'i bp«?iTiess in which the Senate was 
engaged at the last preceding adjournment shall have the 
preference in the orders of the day, or that class of busi- 
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ness to which it appropriately belongs; and no motion or 
any other business, unless a privileged one, shall be re- 
ceived without special leave of the Senate, until the former 
Is disposed of. 

46. The orders of the day shall be taken up at twelve 
o'clock on each day, unless otherwise ordered by two-thirds 
of the senators present. A special order from day to day, 
when the hour named is reached, shall take precedence of . 
any other special order subsequently made. 

47. The standing rules of the Senate, and the regular 
order of business shall not be suspended or interrupted, un- 
less by a vote of two-thirds of the senators present. 

48. Every order, resolution, or vote, to which the con- 
currence of the House of Representatives shall be necessary, 
shall be read to the Senate, and laid on the table one day 
preceding that in which the same shall be moved, unless 
the Senate, by a vote of two-thirds of those present, dis- 
pense with this rule. 

49. Petitions, memorials, and other papers, addressed to 
the Senate or the Legislature, shall be presented by the 
President, or by a member in his place; a brief statement of 
the contents therof shall be verbally made by the introducer 
before received or disposed of. 

50. A proposition requesting information from the Ex- 
ecutive or any of the public officers, or other persons or 
bodies bound to furnish it shall lie on the table one day for 
consideration, unless otherwise ordered by two-thirds of the 
senators present; and all such propositions shall be taken 
up for consideration in the order in which th^y were pre- 
sented, immediately after reports are called for from select 
committees, and when adopted, the clerk shall cause the 
same to be delivered. 

51. Upon call of the Senate to take the yeas and rays 
on any question, the names of the senators shall be '^alleof 
alphabetically. 

52. No senator shall absent himself from the services of 
the Senate without leave first obtained, or unless he be 
sick or unable to attend. 

53. Upon a call of the Senate, the names of the senators 
shall be called over by the clerk, and the absentees uoted, 
after which the names of the absentees shall again be call- 
ed; the doors shall then be shut, and those for whom no 
sufficient excuse is made, by order of those present, shall 
be taken into custody by the sergeant-at-arms as they ap-

pear; or may be sent for and taken into, custody wherever 
to be found by special messengers appointed for that pur- 
pose, or by the sergeant. When a senator shall app-^ar, or 
be discharged from custody when thus taken, and admitted 
to his seat, the Senate shall determine whether such dis- 
charge shall be with or without paying fees and the ex- 
pense of such special messenger, and also whether he shall 
be fined any sum not exceeding the rates of five dollars per 
day for the time he shall have been absent without leave; 
which fees, charges and fines shall be deducted by the clerk 
from the pay of such delinquent senator. 

54. The fees for the sergeant-at-arms shall be — for any 
arrest, the sum of one dollar; for each day's custody and re- 
leasement, one dollar;, and for traveling expenses for him- 
self or special messenger, ten cents per mile. 

55. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the Sen- 
ate without special leave, except the Committee on Enroll- 
ments and committees of conference. 

50. All questions of order shall be noted by the clerk 
upon the Journal, with a decision thereon when an appeal 
shall be taken. 

57. All questions relating to the order of business to be 
acted upon shall be decided without debate. 

58. Every motion to alter, change or add to the stand- 
ing rules of the Senate shall lie one day on the table. And 
all resolutions presented shall be received and referred to 
a committee, unless otherwise disposed of by the Senate. 

OF BILLS. 

59. Joint resolutions, having the force and effect of 
laws, shall be deemed bills within the meaning of these 
rules. 

60. Bills originating in the Senate shall be introduced 
in open session and then immediately given their first read- 
ing, and, after their first reading, they shall be ordered 

- printed ■. and when printed and returned to the Senate, shall 
be placed by the clerk upon a calendar to be kept by him, 
and so remain until the next day when there shall be a ses- 
sion of the Senate; and on said day, unless the reading 
thereof be dispensed with by a majority of all the raembers 
elected, they shall be entitled to their second reading, ard, 
when read, shall be immediately referred by the President 
of the Senate to appropriate committees. The clerk of the 
Senate shall keep a calendar showing such bills as are en- 
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titled to their second reading each day, distinguishing be- 
tween House and Senate bills. No bills shall be considered 
for final passage unless the same has been printed for the 
use of the members and has been reported by a committee. 
But whenever a committee fails or refuses to report a bill 
submitted to it, within a reasonable time, the same may be 
callied up by any senator, and shall be considered in the 
same manner that it would have been considered if it had 
been reported. Every bill shall be read at length on three 
different days, but the second and third readings may be 
dispensed with by a majority of all the members elected. 
But whenever a committee refuses or fails to report a bill 
submitted to it in a reasonable time, the same may be call- 
ed up by any member, and be considered in the same man- 
ner it would have been considered if it had been reported. 
No bill shall become a law unless, on its final passage, it 
receives the votes of at least two-fifths of the members 
elected to each House, and a majority of the members vot- 
ing, the vote to be taken by yeas and nays and entered in 
the Journal: Provided, Any act or resolution for the ap- 
propriation of money or the creation of debt shall, on its 
final passage, receive the votes of a majority of all the 
members, elected to each House. 

61. Where a bill has been passed by the Senate and 
amended in the House, should the Senate concur in the 
amendment, the bill as amended shall be put upon its final 
passage. When a bill or amendment has been referred to 
a Conference Committee, and a report is made thereon, the 
conference report shall be voted on, and if adopted, the 
bill shall then be put upon its final passage. 

62. When a bill has had its second reading, and been re- 
ported by a committee, the President shall state that it is 
ready for commitment, amendment, and debate, and the 
Senate shall vote thereon accordingly. Immediately after 
their third reading, bills shall be put upon their final pass- 
age. 

63. Every bill and joint resolution, together witn the 
amendments thereto, passed by the Senate, which originat- 
ed therein, shall, before the same is delivered to the House 
of Representatives, be engrossed in a fair round hand by 
the enrolling clerk of the Senate. 

64. When a bill shall have passed the Senate and shall 
have been properly engrossed, it shall be so certified ])y the 
clerk, indorsing the day of passage or adoption thereon, and 
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sent to the House of Representatives for its concurrence; 
and the like course shall be observed towards amendments 
of the Senate to bills from th House of Representatives; 
but unless otherwise ordered by the Senate, there shall in- 
tervene one day between its passage or adoption and its re- 
port to the House. 

65. A bill may be recommitted at any time before its 
third reading or before the third reading has been dispensed 
with, and when committed after its engrossment and re- 
turned to the Senate, shall be regarded as having had its 
second reading; but where a bill has been passed in the 
Senate and afterwards amended in the House, ;ipon its re- 
turn to the Senate it may be committed. 

66. Bills in the orders of the day, unless otherwise pro- 
vided herein, shall be acted upon in the order in which they 
have passed therein until they shall have been disposed of. 

67. Whenever a bill is reported to the Senate from a 
committee the same shall be. handed to the clerk, and placed 
in the orders of the day. 

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

68. In forming a Committee of the Whole, the President 
shall leave the Chair, and designate some member of the 
Senate to preside as chairman. 

69. When the orders of the day are disposed of, business 
in Committee of the Whole shall next be considered. But 
special orders, whether considered in Committee' of the 
Whole or in Senate, shall take precedence of the general 
orders in the order of time in which they have been made. 

70. Upon a bill being committed to a Committee of the 
Whole, the same shall be first read through by the clerk 
(unless otherwise ordered by a majority), and then again 
read for amendments by clauses or sections, leaving the 
preamble, if any, to be last considered. After report, the 
bill shall again be read, if desired by a majority, for 
amendment and debate. 

71. The body of the bill shall not be defaced >r i^iter- 
lined; but all amendments, noting the page, and line, shall 
be duly entered by the clerk on a separate paper, and so re- 
ported to the Senate as the same shall have been agreed to, 
and the same shall be considered in the Senate In the order 
in which they were adopted in committee; and all amend- 
ments made to an original motion in committee shall be in- 
corporated with the motion and so reported; and the 
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above rule shall apply to all other subjects in Committee of 
of the Whole as well as bills. 

72.. It shall be in order to Introduce and discuss any 
resolution, when in Committee of the Whole, with a view to 
test the sense of the Senate upon the question proposed. 

73. All questions, whether in Committee of the Whole 
or in the Senate (not privileged questions) shall be pro- 
pounded in the order in which they were moved, except that 
in filling up blanks, the largest sum and longest time shall 
be first put. 

74. The rules of proceeding in the Senate shall be ob- 
served in committee, so far as the same &,re applicable. 

EXECUTIVE BUSINESS. 

75. All communications from the Governor may be ta- 
ken up for consideration as ordered by the Senate. 

76. All nominations of ofllcers made by the Governor 
except of notaries public/ shall be referred to and reported 
upon by an appropriate committee, before they are acted up 
on by the Senate, and this rule shall not be suspended ex- 
cept by vote of two-thirds of all senators elected. Such 
nominations shall be considered in executive session before 
they are acted upon by the Senate. 

When the Senate goes into executive session, no one 
shall be present except the President, the senators, the ser- 
geant-at-arms, the door-keeper, and the clerks of the Sen- 
ate, the latter three of whom shall be sworn to secrecy. A 
motion to go into executive session shall take precedence 
of any motion except privileged motions. 

77. When the Senate shall advise and consent to a nom- 
ination made by the Governor, or reject the same, it shall 
be the duty of the clerk to inform the Governor thereof, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Senate. 

REPORTS AND MESSAGES FROM THE HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES. 

78. Bills originating in and passed by the House of 
Representatives, when reported to the Senate, shall be re- 
ceived and immediately read at length by the clerk of the 
Senate, which shall be their first reading; and shall then 
take the same course as Senate bills. 

79. The clerk shall make all reports to the House of 
Representatives, unless otherwise ordered. 

80. When the roll is being called registering a yea and 
13 
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nay vote, except on a motion to adjourn or to extend the 
session, and the hour of adjournment strikes, the time for 
adjournment shall stand extended until after said yea and 
nay vote has been completed, and the announcement of the 
result made. 

81. The regular hour of meeting shall be 10:30 A. M., 
and the hour of adjournment shall be 1 o'clock P. M.^ 
standard time. 

82. All pairs announced in the Senate shall be entered 
on the Journal. 

83. There shall be printed 250 copies of each bill and 
joint resolution offered. 

84. In the absence of a rule of the Senate, general Par- 
liamentary law shall govern the proceedings thereof.

The Committeo on Rules respectfully report to the House 
the accompanying rules for its government during the pres- 
ent session: 

QUORUM OF THE HOUSE. 

Rule 1. Five members of the House shall consti- 
tute a quoTlim for the purpose of adjourning; fifteen mem- 
bers for the purpose of calling a House, of sending for 
absent members, and of making an order for their censure 
and fine; a majority of the members may proceed to busi- 
ness, and the numbers mentioned in this rule shall havei 
power in the absence of the Speaker, to elect a Speaker 
pro tern, for the purpose above designated. 

HOUR OF MEETING AND ADJOURNMENT. 

Rule 2. The standing hour of meeting each day shall be 
ten (10) o'clock a. m., standard time, and the standing hour 
of adjournment shall be 1:30 P. M., standard time, except 
on Monday, when the hour of meeting shall be 11 A. M.,^ 
and the hour of adjournment 2 P. M.: Provided, however,* 
That a majority of the House may extend the sitting of any 
session to any time within their discretion. 

TTIE POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE SPEAKER. 

Rule 3. The Speaker shall take the chair eveiT day at 
the hour to which the House adjourned on the preceding 
day; he shall immediately call the members to order, and, 
a quorum being present, shall call the Journal of the pre- 
ceding day to be read. 
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Rule 4. He shall preserve decorum and order and in case 
of disturbance and disorderly conduct in the gallery or 
lobbies, may cause the same to be cleared. He shall have 
general control, except as provided by rule or law, of the 
hall of the House, and of the corridors and passages and of 
the unappropriated rooms in that part of the capitol as- 
signed to the use of the House, until further ordered. He 
may speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers, rising from the chair for that purpose. He shall de- 
cide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the House 
on request of any two members, and the members appeal- 
ing shall reduce the appeal to writing. 

Rule 5. The standing committees of the House, herein- 
after named, shall be appointed by the Speaker. 

Rule 6. The Speaker may state a question sitting, but 
shall rise to put a question. 

Rule 7. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, 
viz.: "Gentlemen, you who are of opinion that (as the 
question may be), say, *Aye:* you of the contrary opinion, 
say, *No.' " 

Rule 8. If the Speaker be in doubt as to the result of a 
vote, or a division be called for, the House shall divide; 
those in the affirmative of the question shall rise from their 
seats, afterwards those in the negative. If the Speaker still 
be in doubt, or a count be requested, the Speaker shall name 
two members, one from each side, to count those in the 
affirmative and the negative; which being reported, he shall 
rise and state the decision of the House: Provided, how- 
ever, That such division or count shall not be allowed after 
the House shall have proceeded to other business. 

Rule 9. The Speaker shall have the right to name any 
member to perform the duties of the chair, but such Speaker 
pro tern, shall not be empowered to act beyond a period of 
five (5) days. 

Rule 10. It shall be the duty of the Speaker to direct the 
door-keeper and sergeant-at-arma to exclude all persons 
from the bar of the House, except the Governor, members 
of the Senate^ officials of the several departments persons 
included in rule 11 . members of the Federal Congress, mem- 
bers of the last preceding General Assembly of- this State. 

Rule 11. The Speaker shall name the persons who shall 
act as reporters for the public press but no reporter shall 
bo admitted to the floor who is not an authorized represen- 
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tative of a newspaper. The reporters so named shall be 
entitled to such seats as the Speaker may designate. 

DE5BATE. 

Rule 12. When a member is about to speak in debate or 
deliver any matter to the House, he shall rise from his seal; 
and respectfully address the Speaker of the House as *'Mr. 
Speaker," but shall not proceed until recognized by the 
Speaker. 

Rule 13. If any member, in speaking or otherwise, trans- 
gress the rules of the House, the Speaker shall, or any mem- 
ber may, through the Speaker, call the offender to order; 
and the member called to order shall immediately sit down, 
unless permitted to explain, and the House if appealed to, 
shall decide on the case without debate. If the decision be 
in favor of the member called to order, he shall be at 
liberty to proceed; if against him, and the case require it, 
he shall be liable to the censure of the House. 

Rule 14. When two or more members rise at ouce, the 
Speaker shall name the member who is first to speak. 

Rule 15. No member shall speak more than twice on the 
same questions without leave of the House, and he shall 
not speak more than once until every member of the House 
choosing to speak has spoken. No member shall be allowed 
to speak longer than one hour in the aggregate. 

Rule 16. While the Speaker is putting any question or 
addressing the House, no one shall walk about the House 
or leave; neither in such a case, nor when a member is 
speaking, shall any oue talk or pass between the chair and 
the member who is speaking. 

Rule 17. No member shall, in debate, name another mem- 
ber. 

UNDEBATABLB MOTIONS. 

Rule 18. Motions to proceed or dispense with the orders 
of the day, to dispense with any rule of the House, to take 
up business out of its regular order, to commit or recommit, 
except with instructions, shall be propounded without de- 
bate. 

Rule 19. No explanation of any vote shall be permitted 
ppuding the call of the yeas and nays on an undebatabte 
motion. 
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WITHDRAWAL OF MOTIONS. 

Rule 20. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, or read 
by the clerk, it shall be deemed in the possession of the 
House, but may be withdrawn by the consent of the House, 
at any time before a decision or amendment. 

MOTIONS. 

Rule 21. When a motion is made and seconded it shall 
be stated by the Speaker, or, being in Writing, shall be 
handed to the chair, and read aloud by the Clerk before 
debated. 

Rule 22. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the 
Speaker or any member desire it. 

ORDER OP MOTIONS IN DEBATE. 

Rule 23. When a question is under debate no motion 
shall be received, but — 

1. To fix the time to which the House shall adjourn. 

2. To adjourn. 

3. To lie on the table. 

4. For the previous question. 

5. To postpone to a day certain. 

6. To commit 

7. To amend. 

8. To postpone indefinitely. 

Which several motions shall have precedeuice in the 
order in which they are arranged; and no motion to post- 
pone to a day certain, to commit or postpone indefinitely, 
being decided, shall be again allowed on the same day, 
and at the same stage of the bill or proposition. 

MOTION TO ADJOURN. 

Rule 24. A motion to adjourn shall always be tn order, 
and shall be decided without debate. 

PREVIOUS QUESTION. 

Rule 25. The previous question being moved and sec- 
onded, the question from the chair shall be, "Shall the 
main question be now put?'* and if the nays prevail, the 
main question shall not then be put. The effect of the 
previous questiCin shall be to put an end to all debate (ex- 
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cept the right of the proposer of the measure under con- 
sideration to close debate, and he shall be limited to thirty 
(30) minutes, unless his time be extended by consent of thei 
House) and bring the House to a direct vote on amend- 
ments proposed by a committee if any; then on pending 
amendments, and all amendments which have been read for 
information of the House by the clerk shall be regarded as 
pending amendments, and then upon the main question. 

DIVISION OF QUESTIONS. 

Rule 26. Any members may call for a division of the 
question when the sense will admit of it. 

COMMITMENT OF MOTIONS. 

Rule 27. Motions and reports may be commiUed at the 
pleasure of the House. (See Rule 18, ante.) 

AMENDMENTS. 

Rule 28. No motions or propositions on a subject differ- 
ent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

EliECTIONS. 

Rule 29. In all cases of election there shall be a previ- 
ous nomination before the House. 

. " PETITIONS, MEMORIALS, ETC. 

Rule 30. Petitions, memorials and other papers address- 
ed to the House may be presented by any member in his 
place; and in such case he shall briefly state the con- 
tents of said petitions, memorials, and other papers, and 
they must be received, read, and referred on the same day 
by agreement of the House. 

CALL OF YEAS AND NAYS. 

Rule 31. Upon a call of the yeas and nays on any ques- 
tion, the names of members shall be called alphabetically; 
which call may be made at any time when a division or a 
count may be had, and upon the completion: of any roll-call 
the Speaker shall, upon the request of any member, order 
the clerk to call the absentees once. 
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CALL OF THE HOUSE. 

Rule 32. On a call of the House the door shall not be 
shut against a member until his name is called twice, and 
then absentees shall be noted' by the clerk, and may be 
fined |1, unless excused by the House. 

VOTING. 

Rule 33. No member shall vote on any question in the 
result of which he is mediately or immediately interested, 
or in any case where he was not within the bar of the 
House before the result was announced. 

Rule 34. Every member in the House when a question is 
put. or present before the result is announced, shall vote, 
unless excused by the House; and all motions to excuse a 
member from voting shall be made before the House divides 
or before the calls of the yeas and nays is commenced; and 
the motion or question to excuse a member shall be de- 
cided without debate, and in no event shall any member be 
excused from voting on a motion to excuse another member 
from voting. But this rule shall not apply to the Speaker, 
whose name shall not be called upon the roll, except on his 
own request, and then only at the end of the roll-call, and 
before the result is announced, but in all cases of a tie 
vote the Speaker shall vote. 

ORDER OP BUSINESS. 

Rule 35. The order of business each day shall bfe as fol- 
lows: 

1st. The reading of the Journal of the preceding day, and 
the correction of any errors that may be found to exist 
therein. 

2d. Petitions. 
» 3d. Motions and resolutions. Limited to one hour. 

. 4th. Reports of special and standing committees in the 
order as given in Rule 42. 

5th. On Tuesdays and Fridays of each week, after the 
first order above named in this rule, there shall be a call 
of the counties for the introduction of bills according to 
Rule 36, which shall be privileged and take precedence of 
all other business of the House: Provided, That the orders 
of the day be called for precisely at 12 o'clock on each day; 
and provided, further. That upon the call of counties on the 
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days provided for the presentation of bills, in the event 
every county shall not have been called, the clerk shall, on 
the next day, commence the call where he left off at the 
last call. 

6th. Any business which did not belong to the orders of 
the day, and which remains unfinished' upon the adjourn- 
ment of the House, or upon the calling of the standing 
orders of the day, shall be the first business in order each 
day upon the convening of the House, and any business 
which belongs to the standing orders of the day, which re- 
mains unfinished upon the adjournment of the House, shall 
be the first business when the orders of the day are re- 
sumed: Provided however. That the unfinished business^ 
shall yield to the business designated in division 5th of this 
rule. 

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS. 

Rule 36. Bills shall be introduced on every Tuesday and 
Friday on an alphabetical call of the counties for that pur- 
pose as follows: 

Subdivision 1. On call of each county the member from 
said county shall rise from his seat, and! addressing the 
chair, send to clerk's desk any bill or bills or joint resolu- 
tion which he wishes to introduce, with the title thereof 
indorsed thereon in a plain and legible hand, which bill or 
joint resolution shall be read by its title, and thereupon the 
Speaker shall refer the same to its appropriate committee 
for consideration and report, and from such order of refer- 
ence by the Speaker the member introducing the bill may 
appeal to the House if he so desires; when a bill is reported 
by a committee and shall have been ordered to be read a 
second time, the clerk shall have the usual number of copies 
of the same printed for the use of the members of the Sen- 
ate and House. 

Subdivision 2. Upon the report of a bill or joint resolu- 
tion by any committee, the clerk shall report the- same in 
full, which shall be considered the first reading of the bill 
or joint resolution, and shall be so entered upon the 
Journal. Any standing or special committee may originater 
a bill and introduce the same upon its call for report, when 
it shall have its first reading. 

Subdivisions. The clerk shall number aJl bills in the 
order they are so introduced, and continue the numbers in 
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their order to the eud of the session; and he shall keep a 
register of all bills introduced in the House, or transmitted 
for concurrence from the Senate in which shall be recorded, 
under appropriate heads, the progress of such bills from the 
date of their introduction to the time of their transmission — 
if House bills, to the Governor, or, if Senate bills, tlieir 
return to the Senate. 

Rule 37. When a bill has been read a second time it shall 
be placed in the orders of the day or recommitted, and 
when next reached in the House, it shall be ready for 
amendment, recommitment or debate, or to be read a third 
time and placed upon its passage, A bill may be recom- 
mitted at any time before its passage. 

Rule «38. Bills shall be reported by committees written in 
a plain hand. They shall not be engrossed, except by order 
of the House; and the style of every bill shall be, "Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky." 

Rule 39. When a bill passes, it shall be certified by the 
clerk who, at the foot thereof, shall note the day on which 
it passed. 

SUSPENSION OF THE RULES. 

Rule 40. The Speaker shall not entertain a motion to sus- 
pend the rules, except on Mondays and Saturdays of each 
week, and during the last ten days of a session: Provided, 
however, That this rule shall not prevent the suspension or 
postponement of any special order, or of the standing orders 
of the day, for the purpose of completing or continuing the 
consideration of any measure pending at the time such 
special or standing orders may be reached. 

Rule 41. The standing rules of the House, and the regu- 
lar order of business shall not be suspended or interrupted 
unless by a vote of two-thirds of the members present, and, 
on a motion to suspend the rules or the regular order of 
business for the purpose of reporting or taking up a bill of 
resolution, or offering a resolution out of its regular order, 
a call of the yeas and nays shall be taken.

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And it shall not be competent for the House, by vote or 
otherwise, to add any one to the membership of either of 
said committees. 

Rule 43. A majority of any committee may proceed to 
business. 

Rule 44. The Committee on Enrollments may report at 
any time when not excluded by a privileged motion: Pro- 
vided, That when any committee shall have occupied the 
morning hour on two days, it shall not be in order for such 
committee to report further until the other committees are 
called; And provided also. That no bill shall be reported 
by any committee which was introduced after said commit- 
ter began to report. 

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

Rule 45. It shall be the standing order of the day 
throughout the session for the House to resolve itself into 
a committee of the whole House on the State of the Com- 
monw^ealth. 

Rule 46. When a bill or other matter is committed to a 
committee of the whole House, the question, of going into 
the committee of the whole shall be first in the order of the 
day. 

Rule 47. In committee of the whole House, bills shall be 
read and debated by sections, leaving the preamble and the 
title to be last considered. 

Rule 48. All amendments made to an. original House bill 
or resolution in committee shall be incorporated in. the 
original, and so reported. 

Rule 49. All questions whether in committee or in the 
Hous»e, shall be disposed of in the order in which they are 
moved, except that, in filling blanks, the largest sum and 
the most remote day shall be first put. 

Rule 50. The rules of the House shall be observed in 
committee when applicable, excepting a rule limiting the 
time of speaking. 

FINES. 

Rule 51. All fines imposed on absentees shall be collected 
by the sergeant-at-arms and covered into the Treasury.

CLERKS' DUTY. 

Rule 52. The clerk or assistant clerk shall report all bills, 
or resolutions to the Senate, unless otherwise ordered by 
the House. 

Rule 53. No member or other person shall visit or re- 
main by the clerk's table when the yeas and nays are be- 
ing called. 

Rule 54. All bills and joint resolutions originating in the 
Senate and reported to this House as passed therein, shall 
be read by their titles, when the clerk shall refer them to 
appropriate committees, unless otherwise ordered by the 
House; but if one-fifth of the members present object to 
this rule at any time, it shall not prevail. 

When a bill has had its first reading it shall be placed by 
the clerk in a calendar to be kept by him, and said cal- 
endar shall be separate from the bills in the order of the 
day. Each day before the House enters into the considera- 
tions of the orders of the day, the clerk shall take up the 
calendar, and give all bills therein their second reading, 
except such bills as have been placed there upon that day. 

DUTIES OF ENROLLING CLERK. 

Rule 55. The enrolling clerk of the House shall take 
charge of all House bills so soon as they are reported back 
to the House and ready to be enrolled; keep an accurate ac- 
count of and carefully preserve all of them; cause them to 
be plainly and legibly enrolled without blots or erasures, 
and present the same when enrolled to the Committee on 
Enrollments, who shall immediately report them to the 
House for comparison and the signature of the Speaker; 
and when signed by the Speaker of the House, the enrolling 
clerk shall deliver them at once to the Senate, or such com- 
mittee as may be authorized to receive them in that body. 
All original House billg shall be returned by the enrolling 
clerk to the clerk of the House at the time of the signing 
of the enrolled bills, and the clerk of the House shall care- 
fully preserve them. 

DOORKEEPER AND SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 

Rule 56. Five minutes before the hour for the meeting of 
the House each day the doorkeeper and sergeant-at-arms 
shall see that the floor of the House is cleared of all per- 
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sons, except those privileged to remaiiL (See Rules 10 and 
11.) And the sergeant-at-anns is empowered to deputize as 
many assistant sergeants-at-arms as he may deem necessary 
to carry out the order of the Speaker under Rule 4 of these 
rules. 

MOTION TO RECONSIDER. 

Rule 57. A motion to reconsider any vote of the House 
shall not be in order after the lapse of three (3) days from 
the time said vote was taken. If any bill on which a re- 
consideration is desired is not in the possession of the 
House, a committee shall be appointed, if the House so de- 
sires, to take necessary steps to secure the return of the 
bill to the House. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Rule 58. On all questions not' provided for in the forego- 
ing rules, the House shall be governed by parliamentary 
law or usage: Provided, The author of any measure shall 
have five minutes' time in which to explain upon the mo- 
tion to lay on the table. 

Rule 59. Whenever any committee shall report to the 
House a bill with the expression of opinion that it should 
not pass, said bill shall not be entitled to a second reading 
unless it is so ordered by a vote of the House; and upon 
the question whether or not said bill shall be read a second 
time, the report of the committee to the contrary notwith- 
standing, no debate shall be allowed, except that the 
originator of the bill, or any one indicated by him, shall 
have ten minutes in which to explain the bill; and any one 
member of the committee who favors the report of the 
committee may have a like time in which to explain the 
action of the committee, and then if said bill shall be 
ordered to a second reading, it shall be ready for recom- 
mitment, commitment, amendment, * or debate. 

Rule 60. No appropriation shall be reported! in any ap- 
propriation bill, or be in order as an amendment thereto, 
for any expenditure not previously authorized by law. 

Rule 61. That during the last ten days of the session the 
committee on rules shall have power at any time to call 
from the orders of the day any bill or resolution and pro- 
pose the same to the House for consideration, and should 
the House decide by vote to consider it it shall be submitted 
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for passage. The committee shall be authorized to call 
from other committees any bill or resolution in their hands 
and have them advanced to the reading to which the bills 
may be entitled. 

Rule 62. When in the opinion of a majority of the Com- 
mittee on Rules, a reasonable time has been given a board 
for determining a contest for a seat in this House to fairly 
heai* and determine the contest submitted to them, and they 
have not reported on same, the said Committee on Rules, 
or a majority thereof may, in writing, request the Speaker 
to give verbal notice to said board to make their report not 
later than two days thereafter. Upon said request in writ- 
ing, the Speaker shall give notice to said board that they 
will be required to make a report not later than two days 
thereafter. At the expiration of said two* days after notice 
having been given by the Speaker if said board fail or re- 
fuse to make their said report, the Speaker shall call same 
from said board and when so caJled from said board, said 
contest shall stand for immediate consideration and de- 
termination by the House and shall have precedence over 
all other business.* 

When there is more than one contest before the House 
for consideration, the Speaker shall fix the order in which 
the same shall be heard and determined. 

Rule 63. Tf any bill, motion or resolution has been by 
vote laid upon the table and a motion is made to recon- 
sider the vote by which the bill, motion or resolution was 
laid upon the table and said motion to reconsider is laid 
upon the table, then no further motion shall be entertained 
relative to said bill, motion or resolution, unless by the 
unanimous consent of the House.

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JOINT RULES. 



Joint Rule 1. When bills are on) their passage between 
the two Houses, they shall be on paper, and under the sig- 
nature of the clerk of each House respectively. 

Joint Rule 2. After a bill shall have passed both Houses, 
it shall be duly enrolled on paper, and under the signature 
of the clerk of each House respectively. 

Joint Rule 2. When bills are enrolled, they shall be ex- 
amined by a joint committee of five from the Senate and 
five from the House of Representatives, appointed as a 
standing committee for that purpose; one of whom on the 
part of the Senate, and two from the House of Representa- 
tives, shall be sufficient to compare the. enrolled with the 
engrossed bills, as passed in the two Houses, and correct- 
ing any errors that may be discovered in the enrolled bills, 
make their report forthwith to their respective Houses. 

Joint Rule 4. After examination and report each bill 
shall bo signed in their respective Houses during open ses- 
sion, first by the Speaker of the House of Representatives 
and then by the President of the Senate. 

Joint Rule 5. After a bill shall have been thus signed 
by each House, it shall be presented by the clerk of the 
House in which the bill originated to the Governor for his 
approbation — it being first indorsed on the back of the 
bill, certifying in which House the same originated; which 
endorsement shall be signed by the clerk of the House in 
which the same did originate, and shall be entered on the 
Journal of each House. The said clerk shall report the day 
of presentation to the Governor, which time shall also be 
carefully entered upon the Journal of each House. 

Joint Rule 6. All bills and resolutions passing from one 
House to the other shall take the course prescribed by the 
House to which they are transmitted. 

Joint Rule 7. All orders and resolutions which are to be 
presented to the Governor for his approbation shall also be 
previously enrolled, examined and signed in open session, 
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and shall be presented in the same manner and by the clerk, 
as is provided in cases of bills. 

Joint Rule 8. Every order, resolution or vote to which 
the concurrence of the Senate shall be necessary, shall be 
read to the House and laid on the table on a day preced- 
ing that in which the same shall be moved, unless the House 
shall otherwise expressly allow. 

Joint Rule 9. When any papers may come officially be- 
fore either branch of the Legislature, or any communica- 
tion from the Governor, and are proper to be acted upon by 
both Houses, the House before which such papers are laid, 
or to whom such communications are made, shall, as soon 
as they have proceeded and acted on the same, lay them be- 
fore the other Hcmso. 

Joint Rule 10. When there is a communication from the 
Governor, or a message from one House to the other, it 
shall be received without delay; if the House be in com- 
mittee the Spealcer shall resume the chair, and if any mem- 
ber be speaking, he shall suspend his remarks until the 
communication or message be received. 

RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE TWO HOUSES 
WHEN IN JOINT SESSION: 

Joint Rule 11. When it is not otherwise provided by law, 
the members of the Senate and House of Representatives, 
in the selection of all officers elective by the General As- 
sembly as an entirety, and in the consideration and de- 
termination of any contested election for the offices of Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant-Governor that may be brought before 
it, shall be convened in joint meeting, and unless differently 
prescribed by law, a majority of the .members of the two 
bodies shall constitute a quorum in joint meetings, for the 
transaction of all busines before it. 

All joint meetings of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives shall be held in the hall of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and in all cases in which the date of any such 
meeting is not fixed by law the time shall be designated and 
fixed by the order of the Speaker of the House of Represen- 
tatives, which order shall be entered upon the Journal of 
the House by the clerk thereof, and a copy of said order 
he shall certify and deliver to the clerk of the Senate, who 
shall enter the same upon the Journal of that body. 

At all such meetings the President of the Senate if he be 
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not personally interested in the business Defore the joint 
meeting, and in that event the President pro tern, of the 
Senate, if he shall not be under like disqualification, may 
occupy a seat to the left of the Speaker of the House, but 
the Speaker of the Houfc shall preside, preserve decorum, 
put questions, decide all points of order and perform .the 
duties usually discharged by presiding officers. The clerk 
of the Senate shall be chief clerk, assisted by the clerk of 
the House. They shall enter upon the Journal of their re- 
spective bodies the proceedings of the joint assembly. In 
recording any vote required to be entered upon the record 
the names of the Senators shall be first called, and then, 
those of the Representatives, and all questions shall be de- 
termined by a majority of the votes; cast. The sergeant- at- 
arms of the Senate, assisted by the sergeant-at-arms of the 
House, shall perform the duties of that office in the joint 
-meeting, and the doorkeeper of the House, assisted by the 
doorkeeper of the Senate, shall perform the duties of that 
office in the joint meeting. 

Committees having in charge any contested election for" 
the office of Governor or Lieutenant-Governor shall make 
their reports to a joint meeting of the two Houses of the 
General Assembly, accompanied by such declaration of find- 
ings and resolutions, or either, as may be pnoper; and the 
joint meetings may at any time compel the committee to 
report Such report, when made, shall be immediately 
taken up for consideration and discussion for a time of not 
exceeding six hours, one-half of which shall be allotted to» 
each side. At the conclusion of said time, or sooner if the 
discussion shall have ceased, the joint meeting shall vote 
to a conclusion of the business before it without interven- 
ing motion or business. The time of adjourning the joint 
meeting shall be controlled by itself, without reference to 
the hours of adjournment fixed by the rules for the govern- 
ment of the two bodies separately.
